A Little Bit Further 


I was very pleased to have the op- 
portunity to read the excellent edi- 
torial, “How Far Should a Doctor 
Go?” (Sept., ETERNITY). 

I heartily agree with every state- 
ment included. My only thought about 
it is the wish that you had gone a little 
bit further into the difficult moral issue 
“Should a Doctor Tell?” or “What 
Should a Doctor Tell?” We have many 
debates here at Temple concerning 
this subject. 

The first of these concerns the 
wishes of the patient’s family. If the 
spouse or other close members of the 
family do not want their loved one 
told he has hopeless cancer and main- 
tain this position in spite of arguments 
to the contrary on the part of the doc- 
tor, I believe the wish must be re- 
spected. 

Secondly, there is the psychological 
constitution of the patient himself, 
which must be considered. There are 
some patients who go completely to 
pieces when the story is told to them, 
while others take it extremely well and 
actually do better psychologically be- 
cause they know what the situation is 
and prepare themselves to make the 
adjustment .to it. Some patients do not 
want to be told, as indicated by the 
fact that they never ask any questions 
after the diagnostic operation even 
though prior to it they have said very 
emphatically they want to be told the 
truth. 

Thirdly, there is the spiritual status 
of the patient to be considered, as I am 
sure you are well aware. The patient 
who has a very real faith can usually 
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be told the truth without too much 
fear concerning the effect on his psy- 
che. Unfortunately, many doctors do 
not have such faith themselves and 
they are unable to detect the right kind 
when it occurs in their patients. 

The fourth and final consideration 
is that of the integrity of the doctor 
and of the profession as a whole. Dr. 
Richard Cabot used to tell the story of 
an experience he had in which he was 
not allowed by the family to tell a man 
that he had incurable cancer. The man 
died without being told and later Dr. 
Cabot had to care for a daughter of 
his who had a severe neurosis with 
symptoms similar to those her father 
had had. Dr. Cabot was unable to ef- 
fectively reassure her that she did not 
have cancer because of her awareness 
of his withholding the truth from her 
father.

Che Guevara and the Social Gospel 


The term “social gospel” is a red 
rag to some Christians. If, by the term, 
any substitution for the atonement 
by Jesus Christ is implied, we are with 
the objectors. Men cannot be saved by 
cleaning the outside of the cup. 

But if the term “social gospel” 
means that true Christians, following 
the Savior Jesus Christ as their Lord, 
attempt to relieve the misery of the 
world in any situation, then we are 
for it. 

Recently, Time told the life story of 
Che Guevara, the real brains behind 
Castro and the Cuban revolution. I 
read it with great interest. He was a 
sickly, premature baby, wrapped only 
in a diaper and exposed to the sun- 
light in 45 degree temperature. He was 
nourished on revolutionary literature 
and poetry. The sad story goes on. An 
American sailor beat him up and gave 
him his first hatred for the U.S. 

Years passed and he made his way 
from country to country, always trying 
to help the under-privileged. Says 
Time, “Recalls an Argentine whom 
met him in Guatemala: ‘Once we came 
across a group of undernourished, 
belly-bloated kids. We were in United 
Fruit land. Che went into one of his 
tages. He cursed everybody from God 
to North American ‘exploiters,’ and 
wound up with a frightening asth- 
matic attack that lasted two hours.’ ” 

Much as I hate, abhor and abomi- 
nate Guevara’s Communism, even as 
much would I rage against a condi- 
tion that can allow small children to 
starve to death. To attempt to alleviate 
any condition of misery is a Christian 
thing to do. To give a cup of cold wa- 
ter in the name of the Lord Jesus 
Christ is a true part of a social gospel. 
If missionaries in the lands where 
Guevara traveled had, in addition to 
their preaching, done something about 
the conditions that could let children 
starve, perhaps he would not be in 
Cuba today as the great enemy of our 
way of life. 

Jesus Christ said, “Of how much 
more value is a man than a sheep?” 
(Matt. 12:12). Any Christian who ac- 
cepts that comparison and recognizes 
the worth of a man, be he ever so 
poor or miserable, is a partisan for 
the true social gospel. May every be- 
liever be willing to be so counted.

“Being justified freely by His grace” (Rom. 

There was no cause whatsoever for 
men to hate Christ and there was no 
cause in us whatsoever why He should 
have justified us. He didn’t deserve to die; 
we did deserve to die. He died; we live. It 
is all in Him. Man’s hatred—causeless in 
Christ; Christ's love—causeless in man.

Indispensable Quality 
for a Religious Arguer 


“What is the one indispensable qual- 
ity for a polemic controversalist—a 
religious arguer? Not learning, not tal- 
ents, not orthodoxy, nor zeal; but the 
spirit of love, which implies an anxiety 
to find good in all, and to believe it 
when we cannot find it. God admits 
into His court no advocates who are 
hired to see but one side of a ques- 
tion.” 

That paragraph is adapted from a 
book about 100 years old. It impressed 
me as being very worth while. After I 
had written it down, I looked at it 
closely and thought of how it could be 
interpreted by two different men. One 
man reads it and says, “This is the 
advocacy of liberalism and modern- 
ism. We will see only one side of a 
question. We will not look at any other 
side of any question that does not con- 
form to our standards of strict ortho- 
doxy. There is only one side to some 
questions. We are called to contend 
and we are going to contend at every 
flicker of a remote suspicion (if a 
suspicion can flicker) that someone 
doesn’t hold the fullest theological 
concept that we hold. We are going to 
condemn him and fight him.” 

Any believer who would read the 
sentence in such a horrible fashion 
should return to the love of God. One 
of the very first marks of a believer is 
that he shall live in love, which vaunts 
not itself, which beareth all things, be- 
lieveth all things, hopeth all things 
and endureth all things. 

I want to love people more than I 
want to find faults in them. If I meet

any man in this world who tells me 
that he believes in Jesus Christ as Lord 
and Savior, I want to know him better, 
I want to find out if he can reveal to 
me something more of the Savior’s 
love and grace in his life which will 
give me more knowledge of the 
Savior’s love and grace for my life.

and Senate. Their other accomplishments have shown 
them to be men of intelligence, awake to the problems 
of the day. Their youth may not have given them the 
benefit of great wisdom, but many politicians of the 
past have not benefitted by age in this regard. 

Political analysts agree that the outcome of the cam- 
paign will be close. Foreign affairs are bound to shift 
public opinion in favor of one set of candidates to the 
detriment of the other. One big factor in this election 
is religion. John Kennedy is a Roman Catholic and his 
church presents some problems which cannot be ig- 
nored. 

Certainly, our Constitution does not bar a Roman 
Catholic from the Presidency. Kennedy meets all the 
qualifications listed in the Constitution. Furthermore, 
he has publicly declared that he would put the interests 
of the country above private desires, promising faith- 
fully to uphold the Constitution.

If Kennedy qualifies as a citizen of the United States 
for its highest office, and if Kennedy has declared on 
numerous occasions that he will carry out the duties of 
the presidential office faithfully, why should there be 
brought up the religious issue? The issue is simple. The 
Roman Catholic Church will not allow Kennedy the 
right to carry out his own desires. They have made it 
unmistakably clear that Senator Kennedy must be a 
Roman Catholic first and a United States President 
second, where the interests of the Church are concerned. 
For this reason, the election of Kennedy to the Presi- 
dency would be perilous. 

Many religions, however, have principles that are 
such that any president holding them might constitute 
a peril. Let us examine a few of these religions. 

One religion teaches that “sickness and death are 
errors of mortal mind.” Followers of this religion are 
insistent that it is wrong to consult doctors. Occa- 
sionally, followers of this religion have even allowed 
their children to die, rather than call a physician when 
sickness occurred. These people have even induced the 
editors of Webster’s Dictionary to include, in the 
definition of Death: “An illusion, the lie of life in 
matter; the unreal and untrue; opposite of Life.” 
Followers of this religion have introduced legislation 
in some state legislatures seeking to have their mem- 
bers excepted from the necessity of pre-marital medical 
examinations for venereal disease. 

I believe that we would have every right to ask 
a Christian Scientist what his attitude would be towards 
the public health services, and towards the Armed 
Forces Medical Corps. 

Another religion holds that our government is a 
satanic thing and that saluting the American flag is 
an act of idolatry. The followers of this religion hold 
that God is about to destroy all governments, including 
the United States government, and commit all power 
to a theocracy of 144,000 followers of this religion to 
rule universally for God. 

I believe that we would have every right to ask a 
Jehovah’s Witness whether he would salute the flag, 
and what his inward attitude would be toward his oath 
of office to uphold a “satanic” government. 

There are denominations which hold to a rigid

pacifism. Their followers believe that war is sin and 
that they should have no part in the armed defense of 
our country. Their members are listed as conscientious 
objectors. 

I believe we would have every right to ask a Men- 
nonite or a Quaker if he would understand that the 
Presidency entails the office of Commander-in-Chief of 
the Armed Forces, and that the President is in the 
army as much as any private, and in the navy as much 
as any seaman. Would he refuse to give an order to 
send missiles against a nation that was attacking us? 
Would he sabotage our defense efforts? 

From these examples, it is obvious that religious 
questions are very pertinent to our fabric of life. 

But there is another religion which teaches that all 
supreme authority on this earth, in every domain of 
life, is vested in the hierarchy of that religion, the 
Roman Catholic Church. It can be amply documented 
that the Roman Catholic Church claims that God 
Almighty established it and that the Pope acts and 
speaks for God; his word is final on all matters. 

In the Encyclopedia Britannica you will find that 
Pope Gregory VII summarized the doctrine of the 
primacy in 27 propositions. “These propounded the 
divine origin of the Holy See and defined the powers 
entrusted to it by God: The Roman pontiff alone is 
rightly called universal (ii); he alone can depose or 
absolve bishops (iii); it is granted to him to depose 
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emperors (xii); the judgments of all are subject to his 
correction (xviii); he is judged by none (xix); the 
Roman Church has never erred, and as Scripture 
testifies, it shall not err for ever (xxii).” 

On this basis, Pope Gregory VII deposed the Em- 
peror Henry IV and, when the Emperor came to 
Canossa, made him stand barefoot outside the gates 
for three days before readmitting him to the fold. 

The doctrine of the Roman Catholic Church is that 
where they are in the majority they have absolute 
rights over civil authority. Their doctrine is that Church 
law (canon law) takes precedence over civil law at 
any point of conflict. 

As a liberal Catholic Kennedy may not hold this 
view, but it is the view of His church and the American 
hierarchy. This view leads to many problems—the rela- 
tion between church and state, birth control, public 
education, etc. The question is, “Is a Roman Catholic 
free to exercise his private conscience?” Kennedy has 
declared that he would be free to exercise it where the 
public interest is concerned; the Roman Church says 
he is not free in such matters. > 

How this affects life in the United States may be 
seen by an incident that took place in New York City 
in 1958. A controversy arose in the city hospitals of 
New York because the director of the city’s hospital 
commission said that a doctor could not prescribe a 
contraceptive device for a Protestant woman be- 
cause this procedure was contrary to Roman Catholic 
precept. The fact that the doctor was a competent 
physician and that his diagnosis was for the good of 
his patient whose life would have been endangered 
by a further pregnancy was of no matter. When the 
problem reached the newspapers, the mayor of New 
York, Robert Wagner, a Roman Catholic, sustained 
the medical director and said that he would support 
the Roman principle. 

The Archdiocese of New York confirmed this posi- 
tion: “Prohibition to practice contraception is not re- 
garded by the Catholic Church as one of its laws bind- 
ing only Catholics. The Church proclaims this prohibi- 
tion as a law of God, which binds all human beings, 
whether they be members of the Catholic Church or 
not.” 














































- More recently in the U.S. possession of Puerto Rico, 
the Roman Catholic bishops became dissatisfied with 
the Republican and Democratic parties. What did they 
do? They launched a Christian Action Party to enact 
those doctrines which the Republicans and Democrats 
would not support. Two of the main issues that led 
to the formation of the party were the government’s 
legalization of birth control and its refusal to permit 
religious education in the schools. 

It would be possible to continue this documentation 
at great length, but we have said enough. For all these 
reasons, we believe it would be perilous for John 
Kennedy to be elected to the Presidency. 

In an article in Look Kennedy said he favored sepa- 
ration of church and state and did not advocate state 
support of parochial schools. The reaction in Catholic 
publications was violent. 

“Kennedy’s views are out of line with the majority 
of Catholics . . . Kennedy’s statement is unacceptable,” 
said The Catholic World. 

“Tt is hardly fair to say that an oath to uphold the 
Constitution would oblige a Catholic to miaintain the 
extreme secularistic interpretation of the First Amend- 
ment,” commented the Indiana Catholic and Record. 

“When he infers that his religion . . . will not be 
allowed to interfere with his oath to the Constitution, 
it is the Constitution that ought to be examined—not 
his religion,” stated The St. Louis Review. 

Last May the Vatican newspaper L’Osservatore 
Romano said that a Catholic “must in every sector of 
his life draw the inspiration of his conduct, both private 
and public, from the laws, orientations and instructions 
of the hierarchy.” When the hierarchy speaks, the 
paper continued, it has a right to expect “dutiful dis- 
cipline” from the laity. Doesn’t this include John 
Kennedy? 

Fr. Raymond Wm. Gribbin, in Our Sunday Visitor 
writes: “It is true that every Catholic must give com- 
plete allegiance to the Pope. But we know that this 
allegiance is in the spiritual realm and not in the politi- 
cal realm.” This sounds well. But what in Catholic 
thought is not spiritual? Birth control has its spiritual 
side and therefore is under the Pope’s control. Educa- 
tion has its spiritual side. Even the political turbulence 
in Cuba has been threatened with an interdict. Politics 
in Cuba has its spiritual side. Everything has its spir- 
itual side and so the Pope in all questions must be con- 
sidered. Fr. Gribbin concludes that if an issue arose in 
which the interests of the church and the interests of the 
United States were in real conflict, a Catholic President 
would have to resign for he could not defend the coun- 
try against the church and still be a good Catholic. 

But there is another reason why Kennedy’s statement 
of political independence from Rome is not sufficient. 
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The Roman church says that it can bind or loose 
any of its members. The Roman Catholic Dictionary, 
15th Edition, published in London in 1951 with the 
imprimatur of the Cardinal of Westminster, says under 
Canon Law that these are “binding laws liable to be 
enforced by penalties.” “The Church’s power of mak- 
ing laws for her children follows from her institution 
by her Divine Founder as a perfect juridicial society, 
fully independent, in the carrying out of her work, of 
any other power on earth. Christ ordained that she 
should have her own magistrates . . . He endowed 
these magistrates with the fullest legislative power. 
“Whatsoever you shall bind upon earth shall be bound 
also in heaven: and whatsoever you shall loose upon 
earth shall be loosed also in heaven.” As a perfect 
society, then, in the exercise of her legislative power 
she can brook no interference from the State or anyone 
else; nor is she restricted in this work by any territorial 
limits, for she was sent forth by our Lord to make the 
whole world her inheritance.” 

In the same volume, under Oath, the Roman Church 
teaches that she has the right to dispense anyone from 
the provisions of an oath. “Though generally speaking, 
no earthly power can dispense from keeping an oath 
made in favor of another, still in other cases a dispensa- 
tion may be valid.” 

Consider the fact that the Roman Church teaches 
that she has final authority over all her members in 
the matters of the oath taken in marriage. If a man 
and a woman take the marriage vows before a Roman 
priest, these oaths may never be broken. But if a 
Romanist is married before a justice of the peace, or 
before a Protestant minister, the church says that the 
oaths taken in such instances are not valid. A and B, 
married by a priest, may never be divorced. C and D, 
married by a Protestant minister, may be divorced. If 
A and B are divorced, a priest will not remarry either 


’ of them. If C and D are divorced, a priest will remarry 


either of them, providing the other provisions of the 
canon law are maintained. 

If it were for the best interests of the Roman Church 
to say to the President of the United States, “True, you 
took the oath of office, but we dispense you from its 
provisions, and you may proceed to do something con- 
trary to that oath, providing it is for the advantage of 
the Roman Church,” the Roman Church claims the 
right to do so. 

I cannot consider Senator Kennedy for the Presi- 
dential office. This is not due to Mr. Kennedy’s ability. 
It is not due to his youth. It is not even due to his 
being a Catholic. It is not because I think he is insin- 
cere in his declarations of loyalty to his country. But 
it is because the Roman Catholic Church will not let 
him be free.

Blessed Are They That Mourn

Can sorrow be blessed? Yes, when it is a special kind of sorrow. 


HE BEATITUDES succeed one another, as St. Chry- 

sostom says, like links in a golden chain. They are 
not grouped haphazardly. Each follows the other in a 
divinely logical sequence. Our Lord is outlining the es- 
sential characteristics of the citizens of His Kingdom. 
The soul that is prepared to pursue after God must 
miss not one of these steps. 

The first mark of the Christian man is poverty of 
spirit. The citizenship papers of the Kingdom of our 
Lord are held only by those who have the disposition 
of heart which Christ calls “poverty of spirit.” They 
are the ones who have made the great renunciation. 
They have turned from themselves and from all the 
idols that self so spontaneously uplifts, and have begun 
to seek after God alone. Theirs is the first Beatitude. 
“Blessed are the poor in spirit for theirs is the Kingdom 
of Heaven.”

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But this is only the beginning, the first step, the 
initial halting resolve to seek first the Kingdom of God 
and His righteousness. The succeeding Beatitudes 
complete the picture of the Christian man. Here we 
have the full exposition of the birth, growth, work, 
nature and goal of Christ’s disciple. Poverty of spirit, 
sorrow over sin, submissiveness and meekness, a hun- 
ger after righteousness, mercifulness, purity of heart, 
peaceableness and persecution—these form the alphabet 
of the all-round Christian life. They are all the fruit 
of the life-giving Spirit. 

“Blessed are they that mourn for they shall be 
comforted.” This is the second element in the Chris- 
tian man and it is as paradoxical as the first. We do 
not naturally think of mourning as blessed. The good 
life would seemingly avoid anything that would cause 
grief, sorrow, suffering, vexation and mourning. The 
counsel of the worldly man is that by intelligence and 
forethought we get as much pleasure and avoid as 
much pain as we possibly can. In absolute opposition, 
however, to this judgment of the world our Lord de- 
clares his principle—‘“Blessed are they that mourn.” 

It is, of course, a spiritual mourning to which He 







































refers. All the Beatitudes deal with spiritual con- 
ditions and spiritual attitudes, with those essential 
elements of the spiritual life that are evidence of the 
reality of a work of God within the soul of man. The 
poverty of the first Beatitude is spiritual poverty, a 
sense of utter bankruptcy of any spiritual qualities 
that God will accept. So is it here. When our Savior 
says: “Blessed are they that mourn for they shall be 


comforted:” He is referring to those who “mourn in 


spirit.” 

It is undoubtedly true that mourning in the sense 
of bereavement or sorrow can be sanctified. In the 
valley of the shadow we may prove the presence of 
the Son of God, our blessed Redeemer. There is no 
true Christian who cannot bear testimony to this most 
wonderful fact. At the same time, however, countless 
hearts are broken and bowed down under the weight 
of a terrible grief who know not the comfort of the 
living God. Their mourning is certainly not blessed. 
No! The mourning of which our Savior speaks is a 
spiritual condition, a phase of the spiritual life, a true 
mark of the work of the Spirit of God which can be 
described in no other way than “mourning in spirit.” 

What does this mean? Why is this spirit blessed? 
And what is the comfort with which such mourners 
are comforted of God? 


DROPPED FROM OUR VOCABULARY 


First of all, “they who mourn” do so out of a 
penitent heart. 

This “mourning” springs from a sense of sin. It 
accompanies the God-given realization of our spir- 
itual bankruptcy. “This spirit of mourning,” writes 
A. W. Pink in his great work on the Sermon on the 
Mount, “rises from a sense of sin, from a tender 
conscience, from a broken heart. It is a godly sorrow 
over rebellion against God. In some cases it is grief 
over the very morality in which the heart has trusted, 
over the self-righteousness which has caused such 
complacency. It is the agonizing realization that it was 
my sin which nailed to the cross the Lord of Glory. 
It is a mourning over the felt destitution of our spiritual 
state, and over the iniquities that have separated us 
from God. Such mourning always goes side by side 
with conscious poverty of spirit.” That is a perfect de- 
scription of this condition of heart. “Mourning in 
spirit” is the “godly sorrow which worketh repentance.” 
This is the “repentance towards God” which inevitably 
points on to “faith in our Lord Jesus Christ.” 

There is of course another name for this. In the 
great days of the church it has been known as “the 
conviction of the Holy Ghost.” But seldom today do 
we hear this kind of language. We have lost the vo- 


cabulary of penitence. We talk much about “making 
decision” for Christ but very little about “broken and 
contrite hearts” before Christ. Yet sorrow of heart, 
remorse for past sin, self-condemnation for spiritual 
unworthiness, fear of the wrath of God, and shame 
to lift up one’s eyes to heaven, are as much the min- 
istry and the gift of the Holy Spirit today as they 
have ever been. If from the church this deep sense of 
contrition has passed and if today we seldom hear the 
cry of a soul that sees itself as a sinner in the hands 
of an angry God, then indeed should the church be 
searching for the reason why. Our Lord said: “When 
He, the Spirit of truth, is come, He will convict the 
world of sin.” Must we not ask ourselves, when we 
see so little of this kind of “mourning of spirit,” 
whether the Holy Ghost is being hindered by us in 
His blessed ministry? 

I am certain that one of the first effects of Holy 
Ghost revival will be a rediscovery of the lexicon of 
Pentecost. This will find itself in our songs of praise 
as well as in our private devotions. The great peni- 
tential Psalms will provide a pattern. The great hymns 
of the church will supply deeper inspiration. We will 
find ourselves at home with men like Thomas Benson 
Pollock when he writes; 


“Father, hear Thy children’s call; 
Humbly at Thy feet we fall, 
Prodigals confessing all: 

We beseech Thee, hear us. 


Christ, beneath Thy cross we blame 
All our life of sin and shame; 
Penitent we breathe Thy name: 

We beseech Thee, hear us. 


Holy Spirit, grieved and tried, 

Oft forgotten and defied, 

Now we mourn our stubborn pride: 
We beseech Thee, hear us.” 


Yes! “Now we mourn our stubborn pride.” This is the 
spirit of which our Savior speaks in the second Beati- 
tude. And it is this spirit that leads the heart to cry: 


“Love, that caused us first to be, 
Love, that bled upon the tree, 
Love, that draws us lovingly: 

We beseech Thee, hear us.” 


It is recorded by Luke of the 3,000 converted on the 
day of Pentecost: “they were pricked in their heart 
and cried out.” This is the mourning of which our 
Savior speaks. Truly, all who thus mourn are blest 
with the comfort of God. 

But we must note also that this mourhing is one of 
the surest signs of sanctification. 

There are many such signs. But undoubtedly one of 
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the best is this sense of sorrow over sin which the 
Holy Spirit always gives to the soul that is walking 
with the Lord in the light of His word. Repentance 
is not a once-for-all act. It is a continuing and ever- 
deepening experience. The true church is always the 
church penitent. 


“In loss of inward peace 

And sense of sorrow over sin, 
He is His own best evidence, 

His witness is within.” 


This is the gracious work of the Holy Spirit. He 
shows us daily the glories of Christ. As he does so, we 
see the corruptness of our hearts, our proneness to sin, 
to compromise, to unbelief, to carnality and to self- 
glory; and at the sight of such things we mourn. 
Penitence is a grace that must never pass from the 
Christian. The way of them that are being sanctified 
will ever lie through the lonely valleys of spiritual 
poverty and soul-humiliation. 

It is this we see and hear in Romans 7. Here the 
Apostle Paul in pursuit after God is longing to bring 
his total personality into conformity with his Lord. 
Listen to the sighing of his spirit: “I know that in me, 
that is in my flesh, dwelleth no good thing: for to will 
is present with me but how to perform that which is 
good I find not. I delight indeed in the law of God 
after the inward man: but I see another law in my 
members bringing me into captivity to the law of sin 
which is there. O wretched man that I am, who on 
earth can set me free from the clutches of my own 
sinful nature?” What is this? What other than the 
mourning of the second Beatitude, the voice of a Chris- 
tian conscience made sensitive to every approach of sin 
by the sanctifying grace of the Holy Ghost? 

This is apostolic faith and apostolic penitence. And 
this spirit is one of the kingly hallmarks of a deep 
work of sanctification. 

Of this Charles Wesley sings: 


“Ah! give me Lord the tender heart 
That trembles at the approach of sin. 
A godly fear of sin impart, 
Implant and root it deep within, 
That I may dread Thy gracious power 
And never dare offend Thee more.” 


God grant us all such godly fear that trembles at 
the approach of sin. It is a sign of growth in grace, a 
sure token of the work of the spirit within our breasts. 
“Blessed are they that mourn for they shall be com- 
forted.” 

One thing else we should remember. The mourning 
of which our Savior speaks is often occasioned by 
spiritual pressures.

It has always been significant to me that one of the 
passages in which St. Paul speaks most fervently 
about the comforts of God, describes at the same time 
some of the unbelievable pressures to which he was 
himself being subjected. I am thinking of II Corin- 
thians 1: “He comforteth us in all our tribulation, 
that we may be able to comfort them which are in 
any trouble, by the comfort wherewith we ourselves 
are comforted of God. For as the sufferings of Christ 
abound in us, so our consolation also aboundeth by 
Christ. And whether we be afflicted, it is for your 
consolation and salvation, which is effectual in the 
enduring of the same sufferings which we also suffer: 
or whether we be comforted, it is for your consolation 
and salvation. And our hope of you is steadfast, 
knowing, that as ye are partakers of the sufferings, 
so shall ye be also of the consolation.” Nine times in 
these few verses there occurs the note of comfort. 
The Apostle speaks of “the comfort wherewith we 
ourselves are comforted of God”—‘“the consolation 


“which aboundeth by Christ”—“being partakers of the 


sufferings and also of the comfort.” These are the 
notes that ring out triumphantly all through this piece 
of apostolic autobiography. His heart is filled with the 
knowledge of the comfort of the Holy Ghost. 

Yet at the same time he adds this: “We would not, 
brethren, have you ignorant of our trouble which came 
to us in Asia, that we were pressed out of measure, 
above strength, insomuch that we despaired even of 
life: but we had the sentence of death in ourselves that

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When even Nikita Khrushchev castigates the motion 
picture industry, it is high time for Christians to see 
what's going on.

HE MIGHTY oak does not die overnight. Death 

comes from slow decay over a long period of 
time. For years, the tree rots within. On the outside 
it looks healthy and strong. One day there is a vio- 
lent storm, and mighty is the fall of the giant that 
looked as if it would last forever. 

Nations and civilizations are like the great oak. 
Appearing to be prosperous, our own civilization 
shows unmistakable and alarming signs of moral de- 
cay, the kind which grows within and causes death 
without. 

Recently the decay became obvious in the TV quiz 
scandals and in the payola which affected a great part 
of the entertainment industry. How about the collu- 
sion between high law enforcement officers and the 
worst kind of law breakers in some of the biggest 
cities of our nation? If these are not evidences of de- 
cay, what are they? 

But in the motion picture industry, the moral deg- 
radation of our time is so evident as to be inescap- 
able. This industry has outdone itself to demonstrate 
how low the human mind can sink in order to make 
money. It has put itself directly in the line of fire 
aimed by St. Paul at the degeneracy evident in his 
own time: “Since they considered themselves too high 
and mighty to acknowledge God, He allowed them 
to become the slaves of their degenerate minds, and 
to perform unmentionable deeds. They became filled 
with wickedness, rottenness, greed and malice; their 
minds became steeped in envy, murder, quarrelsome- 
ness, deceitfulness and spite. They became whis- 
perers-behind-doors, stabbers-in-the-back, God-haters; 
they overflowed with insolent pride and boastfulness, 
and their minds teemed with diabolical inventions. 
They scoffed at duty to parents, they mocked at 
learning, recognized no obligations of honor, lost all 
natural affection, and had no use for mercy. More 
than this—being well aware of God’s pronouncement 


that all who do these things deserve to die, they not 


only continued their own practices, but made no 
bones about giving their thorough approval to others 
who did the same” (Trans. by J. B. Phillips). 

This is strong medicine, but not too strong to fit the

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disease, where honesty has been confused with vul- 
garity, adult themes with adultery, and morality with 
immorality. Not content with reflecting the moral mud- 
dle that undeniably exists in the world, motion picture 
makers are making a strong bid to convert the muddle 
into a puddle. 

One publication put it this way: “Tomerrow’s mo- 
tion pictures must not be allowed to teach the young 
an even lower moral code than today’s. Ailing though 
it is, the motion picture industry sets the pace for tele- 
vision. Together these mass entertainment giants go 
far toward determining the moral climate of the na- 
tion. The record of their attainments is being daily writ- 
ten in the life of the nation. Part of it is inscribed on 
the rolls of divorce courts, on police blotters, on the 
admissions cards of homes for juvenile delinquents 
and hospitals for alcoholics.” 

The Sunday supplement to one of the largest news- 
papers in the United States had these questions to 
ask of the motion picture industry: “Are the’ prob- 
lems of the bathroom, the bedroom, and the psy- 
chiatrist’s couch the only ones to be treated in an 
adult or serious manner? Are gutter obscenities and 
physiological filth necessarily the handmaidens of art?” 

To the credit of the industry it must be said that 
some motion picture producers along with some actors 
and actresses are asking themselves the same ques- 
tions. One actor said after completing his work in a 
filthy film, “I feel dirty all over. I can never wash this 
filth from my soul.” 


WHAT MAKES IT FILTHY? 


What makes a film filthy? The portrayal of sin? 
No, for in that case the Bible itself would be a filthy 
book. It is to portray the adulterous love of David 
and Bathsheba as if the pursuit of unholy and over- 
mastering desires were a high and holy thing, to be 
emulated by young people who seek fulfillment in 
life. It is to portray an unholy desire in such a salacious 
and suggestive way as to convince any unbiased ob- 
server that the sole object is to make money at what- 
ever expense to public decency, public conscience, or 
public morality. 

Pointing out the difference between the Hollywood 
of today and the Hollywood of 15 years ago, Life 
magazine comments: “If the populace is aroused now, 
it hasn’t seen anything yet. The production scheauie 
for the months ahead hold a full diet of films that 
would not have been permitted even a year ago.” 
Life describes the plot of a new film as “the story of 
a young man who rises swiftly in his firm by lending 
his apartment to his bosses for their dalliance after 
the working day.” A dozen films now in production 
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must fit the description of “the picture they said 
couldn’t be made!” 

Not satisfied with centering the attention of the 
American public on sex and adultery, one movie 
maker has gone so far as to comment in film upon the 
nature of sex, describing it explicitly as the invention 
of the devil. To have a satisfactory sex life, one must 
give himself up to the devil’s code. Hollywood is the 
finest example of what happens when people give 
themselves up to the devil’s code. When people con- 
sider themselves too high and mighty to acknowledge 
God, He allows them to become the slaves of their 
degenerate mirids, and to perform unmentionable 
deeds. They become filled, said St. Paul, with wicked- 
ness, rottenness, greed, and malice. They become 
whisperers-behind-doors, stabbers-in-the-back, and 
God-haters. Far from representing progress, as some 
film makers would have us believe, this represents that 
reprobate mind which is in itself the judgment of God. 


' ADULT OR ADULTEROUS 


What effect are some of these so-called “mature,” 
but actually dirty, movies having? For one thing they 
completely misrepresent our way of life to people 
abroad. We spend a great deal of time and money 
trying to give people abroad a true picture of our 
country. The whole picture can be wiped out in one 
day by one of these motion pictures. 

The American ambassador to Ireland has been 
quoted as saying that he and his staff, as well as 
other Americans in Ireland, are continually embar- 
rassed by the effect American pictures have upon the 
people of that country. 

The serious effect of adult and adulterous Ameri- 
can films upon the youth of America cannot be ques- 
tioned. About 50% of movie-goers in the United States 
these days are teen-agers. They are susceptible to 
the moral climate presented in films. A teen-age film 
magazine rated as “movie of the month” a film which 
Time magazine said would wreak adulterous havoc 
among high schoolers. This is what Time said: “Hav- 
ing demonstrated the various advantages of adultery, 
the film goes on to make it clear to the movie audience 
that sexual dalliance between unmarried adolescents 
is really quite all right, provided they are in love and 
are willing to confess all to their parents and stand 
up in church when the girl gets pregnant.” The teen- 
age magazine justified the whole adulterous business 
“because,” as it said, “the two principals loved each 
other.” Actually, the magazine and the film were of a 
piece, both contributing to the moral muddle and the 
moral puddle in which the world finds itself. 

Some movie makers plead that they have not pro- 
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duced the moral muddle, they simple reflect it. Movies 
do not exist to improve the morals of people, they 
say. Movies exist because the movie makers want to 
make money. In order to make money, they must 
give people what they want. 

It is true, of course, that immorality exists in this 
world, and that morality cannot be legislated, any more 
than it can be induced by seeing a good film. Immoral- 
ity made it necessary for God to send His Son to live 
with us on this planet. Human wickedness caused the 
death of the sinless Son of God. The death of Christ 
has shown once and for all how loathsome and utterly 
repugnant immorality is to God. It has also shown 
what God will do in order to win men back to Himself 
from their own vain and impure ways. Christ died 
for a sinful world, a world where filth exists in movies, 
television, and books, as it does in the deeds of men. 
The worship of Christ is quite different from making 
idols of movie stars. 

It was a real world into which Christ came, and 
died and rose again, and it is a real world in which 
Christian faith must operate. Every Christian man or 
woman, boy or girl, is called by Christ to take a stand 
in helping to clear up the moral muddle mirrored in 
all its degradation and encouraged by so many motion 
pictures today. The final responsibility rests with in- 
dividual people. In the last analysis there is only one 
effective film censor, and his job becomes more diffi- 
cult by the hour. That censor is father or mother, made 








The maudlin pictures of Jesus that are current in Christendom give a 
totally false impression of what Christ is. Some people even get the 
idea that some of the caricatures of Christ in what is falsely called 
“Christian art,” are capable of ting their need. A Christian 
woman told an alcoholic friend that he needed Christ, but he an- 
‘swered, “Il am in so deep that | don’t need a boy to help me; | need 
a man.” How wonderful it is to be able to say to such a man that 
Jesus is the only true Man who ever lived. Look at the fact that He 
was freely accepted in His usual hang-outs. Do you think a molly- 
coddle would have found acceptance among publicans and harlots, 
glutt and wine-bibbers? Christ was a Man and all who saw Him 
had to respect Him as a Man. It was only then they came to understand 
that He was God. Let’s have a whole Christ. 
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responsible for God for the well being of his or her 
children. Censorship, like charity, begins at home. 

Parents often tell me, however, that they are at a 
loss for guidance in judging motion pictures. Sketchy 
reviews do not always tell the whole story. Motion pic- 
ture advertisements often tell a truer story than the 
reviews. 

In their advertising, motion picture distributors have 
a tendency to capitalize on the dirtiest scenes in their 
films. There must be a cold-blooded appraisal of 
movie advertising such as that for “Happy Anni- 
versary” which bills itself as having been filmed in 
“Sin-e-scope.” 

One horror picture was advertised as “So frighten- 
ing that we have to protect your life with a guar- 
anteed insurance policy . . . $10,000 in case of death 
by fright during the showing of the picture.” The 
backers of another film, of course, fired back with 
this half-page salvo: “Due to the terrifying nature 
of this picture, twelve leading insurance companies 
have refused to assume liability for heart attacks.” 
Parents of teen-agers will get the point in both cases. 
The point is that here we have something essentially 
degrading put out by people who would make dupes 
of us all. “ 

For the benefit of concerned parents, at least a 
half dozen periodicals regularly rate films on their 
fitness for different age groups. The Roman Catholic 
Legion of Decency, in my opinion, has an excellent 
rating service today conducted with great intelligence 
and with the utmost sympathy toward the producers 
of good films. A good film will treat even the un- 
savory aspects of life with the sharp moral sense we 
expect of all film makers today. 


WHAT CAN BE DONE? 


Life magazine remarks: “There is a general aware- 
ness that the American movies have suddenly become 
more frank, adult, or dirty, and the public morality 
may somehow be in danger, and that perhaps some- 
thing ought to be done about it.” What can be done 
about it? 

First of all, Christians can stop patronizing unworthy 
films. This is not un-American censorship, it is Ameri- 
can common sense. 

Secondly, Christians can protest against the circu- 
lation of moral filth by way of film. Christians have 
a stake in the moral climate of the world. We Chris- 
tians must stop being so apathetic toward what is going 
on round about us. We cannot depend upon govern- 
ment to make laws, unless we are willing to back up 
those laws. We cannot say that the moral muddle of

CUBA: WHAT 
LIES AHEAD? 


ELL THE American Church the truth,” said Cuban 

President Oswaldo Dorticos as he ended our in- 
terview. Actually, like a rapidly changing kaleidoscope, 
“the truth” varies according to the viewer, and the con- 
sequent reactions tend to reflect the different colors of 
the rainbow. 

A visitor to Cuba may be taken to a “war” exhibit 
and listen to the chilling stories of a fierce looking bar- 
budo as he describes the hideous torture weapons used 
by Batista’s sargentos. Batista, he will agree, was a 
wicked and cruel despot. 

The same tourist will be shown the vast public 
works program—many of them begun by the former 
government, but now “under new management”—see 
the thriving cooperative farms, hear glowing speeches 
about Fidel’s paradise, watch thousands gather in en- 
thusiastic response to a worker’s rally, and return to 
the U.S.A. persuaded that the American press is con- 
trolled by the capitalists and completely unreliable. 
Cuba is all right. 

Silent, however, amid the anti-American blast and 
the vociferous cries of the rallyist mingle an ever in- 
creasing group of Cuban dissidents. They range from 
simple fishermen that eke out an existence from the

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plenteous fishing grounds in the blue tropical waters to 
the affluent citizens that with dark latin charm enhance 
the crowded streets of populous Havana. To them 
Fidel Castro is a hoax, his speeches a twisting of former 
promises, and his plans a clever cover-up for Com- 
munist infiltration. For their pains these deflectors 
wear the label of “Batistiano,” bear the public’s scorn, 
may lose their possessions or suffer imprisonment; 
while the more fortunate find asylum in sympathetic em- 
bassies or half-heartedly flee to neighboring republics. 
Increasingly seen in their midst are a number of the 
Protestant clergy who—swallowing hard—admit with 
reticence that all things are not as they would like to see 
them. 

Such cases are indeed significant. From the time 
Bible-quoting Fidel descended from hiding in the 
Sierra Maestra and Cuba’s television sets made his 
motley crew as inevitable as a tacita de cafe, the Prot- 
estant church has felt that the revolution was a creation 
akin to theirs in both moral and Christian virtues. To- 
gether with the nation the evangelicos rejoiced. 

Not since 1895 when with a cry of “Cuba Libre” 
Jose Marti led his triumphant rebels against the hated 
Spanish has Cuba been stirred. From the tumbling 
thatched roofed huts buried deeply in the green cane 
fields to the sprawling palacial homes in suburban 
Havana rumbled the growing cry, “Viva Fidel.” Street 








urchins changed their rags for the green of the new 
people’s militia. Fidel’s exploits—like Abe Lincoln’s— 
began to spice the pulpits of the land. Cuba rejoiced, 
and with reason, for with the vigorous economy (sec- 
ond only to U.S.-aided Puerto Rico) Cuba needed 
only a sound and honest government to fulfill a 
utopian’s dream. Preachers of every denomination 
jumped on the popular band wagon for the ride of 
their lives. Many left their pulpits to fill political va- 
cancies with religious zeal. The best way to advance 
Protestantism was by championing the ideal of the 
people, Fidel Castro. 

“Castro gave strict orders to the rebels against drink- 
ing,” explained a Methodist pastor. “He stopped the 
sale of alcohol when he freed a town. Castro was very 
strict in his orders about the treatment of women. Sol- 
diers guilty of such misconduct were to be executed. 
He promised to appoint chaplains to Cuba’s Army. 
He named a committee of two Catholics and two Prot- 
estants to discuss the morals of the people. He prom- 
ised us democracy.” 

Then, for the first time since Cuba’s first president, 
Tomas Estrada Palma, a Quaker, ordered his carriage 
to Havana’s Presbyterian Church every Sunday morn- 
ing, there were church-attending Protestants in govern- 

‘ment. Nothing, thought the jubliant evangelicals, could 
possibly be wrong with Fidel’s government. 

When the U.S. press turned about-face and began to 
criticize their leader maximo and his executions of the 
“war criminals,” the aghast church reacted. Three fac- 
ulty-members of Cuba’s Union Theological Seminary 
expressed the general sentiment when they wired Presi- 
den’ Eisenhower, “American silence on countless 
crimes of the Batista government makes present crit- 
icisms of executions offensive and dangerous to Cuban- 
American relations.” 

In defense of their stand and prompted by a worthy 
desire to see the revolution succeed, missionaries and 
pastors eagerly supported Fidel’s worthier projects and 
studiously belittled any apparent failures. Prominent 
pastors—including several U.S. missionaries—helped 
the propaganda course by appearing on television pro- 
grams to voice the support of the Protestant community 
for the Revolution. Church leaders wrote glowing ar- 
ticles for local consumption and international evangeli- 
cal magazines. 

Then things began to happen. The reform plans 
were taking longer than expected or turning into 
fiascos. Communist lingo strangely was becoming the 
vogue. Anti-American vandalism, unjust appropriation 
of the properties of dissenters, suspicious flirtations 
with the countries of the Communist bloc. 

“Wait, wait, wait,” complained a pastor bitterly, “is 
all we hear. And while we wait, we see Herrera (once 


proud Baptist chaplain of the army) demoted, Salabar- 
ria (one-time Methodist pastor now in charge of boys 
reform school in Havana) complaining about the state 
of his health and handing in his resignation. Capitan 
Nunez (Presbyterian layman appointed head of 
(INRA, Instituto Nacional de la Reforma Agraria— 
better satirized as the National Institute of Authorized 
Robberies) replaced. Where are all the Christians in 
government now? Pretty soon Fidel himself will be 
gone. Who is left? Stooges of Khrushchev! And this is 
supposed to be the ‘glorious revolution’ . . . ‘gory 
revulsion’ would even be a misnomer!” 


DISILLUSIONED 


With very few exceptions the North American mis- 
sionary in Cuba is disillusioned with the Revolution, 
but courageously buries his sentiments in order to 
avoid conflict within the church. Growing antiAmeri- 
canism is making it increasingly difficult for him to 
carry on work freely—in spite of the fact that Fidel 
Castro recently stated that he wished more missionaries 
would come to Cuba. Several have felt it the better 
part of wisdom to turn the work over to the national 
church and leave as“quietly as possible. The majority, 
however, prefer to carry on, bravely insisting that soon 
everything will change—revolutions have not been in- 
frequent in Cuba!—or that they must stay until forced 
out. 

The majority of Cuba’s Christians, still enthusiastic 
for Fidel’s revolution, look on the missionaries with 
mixed emotions. They cannot easily forget that with- 
out that “Yankee” help gospel progress in the island 
would have been much slower. Thanks to the mission- 
ary—his dedication and his dollar—the Protestant 
community has grown so rapidly that in 60 years of 
gospel opportunity the evangelicos actually outnumber 
the active Roman Catholics. However, if the mission- 
aries go, will he take his dollars with him? They know 
that the majority of Cuba’s 6.5 million are still un- 
churched and that the missionary is almost indispens- 
able in the future growth of the national church. 

The Fidelista accepts the fact that the missionary is a 
foreigner and is often embarrassed by the rude anti- 
American statements (although he whole-heartedly 
agrees with them). He views the neutral stand with 
misgiving, unable to understand how one who has left 
his homeland to labor in their paradise cannot identify 
himself with the aspirations of a people reaching for 
freedom. 

On the other hand, the anti-revolutionist is con- 
cerned about the safety of the missionary. Knowing the 
public statement and fearing the power of the con-

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On Bemg a Real Priest 


“Ye also, as lively stones, are built up a spiritual house, an holy priesthood... .” (1 
Peter 2:5). ‘ 

To whom does Peter speak? Clearly he is speaking to fellow believers in Christ. They 
are the living stones “built up a spiritual house, an holy priesthood.” The whole mat- 
ter is summed up: “But ye are a chosen generation, a royal priesthood . . . which in time 
past were not a people, but are now the people of God: which had not obtained mercy, 
but now have obtained mercy” (I Peter 2: 9, 10). 

Priesthood is written large in the Scriptures. The responsibilities and prerogatives 
of priesthood are (1) worship, (2) fellowship with the Almighty, (3) intercession, 
(4) praise, and (5) a channel of blessing to one’s fellow men. To Adam in the creation . 
was given the three-fold office of prophet, priest, and king. The original priestly min- 
istry was with unbloody sacrifices of worship and praise until sin entered the human 
family. Then, the Almighty Himself taught our first parents the need of sacrifices of 
blood, for “unto Adam also and to his wife did the Lord God make coats of skins, and 
clothed them” (Gen. 3:21). 

Melchizedek (Gen. 14:17-20) is the Old Testament representative of that original 
priesthood. The Scriptures speak of him as “the king of Salem . . . the priest of the most 
high God.” The sacrifices which he provided were “bread and wine,” and in priestly 
prerogative he blessed Abraham on behalf “of the most high God, possessor of heaven 
and earth.” 

The Aaronic priesthood was a temporary provision for the children of Israel under 
the law. For the service of the priesthood there was the tabernacle in the wilderness 
with its furniture, and in particular the great altar of brass for the sacrifices of blood 
described in Leviticus.

Declares Hebrews 10:1-2: “For the law having a 
shadow of good things to come, and not the very 
image of the things, can never with those sacrifices 
which they offered year by year continually make 
the comers there-unto perfect. For then would they 
not have ceased to be offered?” In the fulness of 
time the perfect Sacrifice, the Lamb of God, ap- 
peared (verses 5-9). 

When that sacrifice was completed upon Calvary’s 
tree with the Savior’s shout of triumph, “It is finished!” 
the veil of the temple was rent from top to bottom; 
and the era of Aaronic priesthood with its sacrifices 
had come to an end. In its place the original priest- 
hood of Melchisedec was God’s provision. “If there- 
fore perfection were by the Levitical priesthood, what 
further need was there that another priest should 
rise after the order of Melchisedec, and not be called 
after the order of Aaron? For the priesthood being 
changed, there is made of necessity a change also of 
the law” (Heb. 7:11, 12). 

Even when the Old Testament priesthood was at 
its height there was intimation that it would be re- 
placed. The Psalmist stated: “Thou art a priest for 
ever after the order of Melchizedek” (110:4). It was 
this Psalm which the Lord Jesus used of Himself in 
His reply to the Pharisees (Matt. 22:41-46). The 
epistle to the Hebrews amplifies and interprets the 
Old Testament teachings on the original priesthood 
declaring that the ascended Lord Jesus is that “priest 
for ever after the order of Melchisedec” (5:6). 

Sacrifice is an integral part of the prerogative of 
priesthood. The sacrifice of the Lord Jesus Christ is 
Himself, made once for all, “Such an high priest 
became us, who is holy, harmless, undefiled, separate 
from sinners, and made higher than the heavens; 
who needeth not daily, as those high priests to offer 
up sacrifice, first for his own sins, and then for the 
people’s: for this he did once, when he offered up 
himself” (Heb. 7:26-28). 

Now, the High Priest Himself is in heaven to make 
intercession for His own with compassion and power 
to help because of the merit of His sacrifice. On earth 
all His people, born into the family of God, are con- 
stituted a kingdom of priests. States John in the 
Revelation: “Unto him that loved us, and washed us 
from our sins in his own blood, and hath made us 
kings and priests unto God and his Father; to him 
be glory and dominion for ever and ever” (1:5-6). 

The allegations that the Almighty established a 
priesthood separate from all believers is unbiblical,

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arrogant, and blasphemous. Listen to this statement 
by Rev. John A. O’Brien, Ph.D, in his The Priest- 
hood: A Divine Institution, with the imprimatur of 
the bishop of Fort Wayne. 


The Catholic Church differs from the various de- 
nominations in that it alone possesses an altar and a 
priesthood. It worships Almighty God not alone by 
prayer, but by sacrifice as well. It offers up in an un- 
bloody manner the Sacrifice of Christ on Calvary. ... 

Without a priesthood, however, there can be no 
altar and no sacrifice, as the experience of our sepa- 
rated brethren abundantly demonstrates. There can be 
preaching and prayer. But that essential element of 
worship, sacrifice, which bulks so large in the Old 
Testament, is lost without a priesthood. Did Christ 
found a Church but make no provision for a priest- 
hood to offer sacrifice? Did He fail to institute a 
priesthood which would continue in all ages the work 
He had begun? Did He launch His bark without 
captain or crew to guide it over the unchartered 
waters of the centuries yet to come? 


To these rhetorical questions there is an answer. 
Yes, there is provision for the priesthood of be- 
lievers. It is a continuing priesthood until the High 
Priest Himself returns to become King in this world. 

O’Brien quotes thé curse issued by the Council of 
Trent against those who do not believe that the Bible 
teaches that the Lord ordained disciples as priests at 
the Last Supper. The Council declared: “If anyone 
says that by these words: ‘Do ye this for a com- 
memoration of me, that Christ did not constitute the 
Apostles priests, or did not ordain that they and 
other priests offer His body and blood, let him be 
anathema.’” The prerogatives in powers of the Ro- 
man priesthod, declares O’Brien, are preaching, re- 
mission of sins, and the sacrifice of the mass. 

It is alleged that the apostles as priests ordained 
certain others to the priesthood. “Paul and Barnabas 
ordained priests to carry on their ministry among 
colonies of newly converted Christians, while the two 
Apostles moved on to new fields. ‘And when they 
had ordained to them priests in every church, they 
commended them to the Lord, in whom they be- 
lieved.” (Acts 14:23). However, the word in the 
Scripture is “elders,” and nowhere in the New Testa- 
ment does it mean priests. But the power of conse- 
cration is regarded by Romanists as greater than that 
of preaching and pardoning. O’Brien states bluntly 
and clearly: 


The third great power of the priestly office is the 
climax of all. It is the power of consecrating. “No act 
is greater,” says St. Thomas, “than the consecration 
of the body of Christ.” 

When the priest pronounces the tremendous words 
of consecration, he reaches up into the heavens, 
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brings Christ down from His throne, and places Him 
upon our altar to be offered up again as the victim for 
the sins of man. It is a greater power than that of 
monarchs and potentates. It is greater than that of 
saints and angels, greater than that of Seraphim and 
Cherubim. Indeed, it is greater even than the power 
of the Virgin Mary. For, while the Blessed Virgin 
was the human agency by which Christ became in- 
carnate a single time, the priest brings Christ down 
from Heaven, and renders Him incarnate on the altar 
as the eternal Victim for the sins of man—not once 
but a thousand times! The priest speaks and lo! 
Christ, the eternal and omnipotent God, bows His 
head in humble obedience to the priest’s command. 
Of what sublime dignity is the office of the Chris- 
tian priest who is thus privileged to act as the am- 
bassador and the vicegerent of Christ on earth. He 
continues the essential ministry of Christ—he teaches 
the faithful with the authority of Christ, he pardons 
the penitent sinner with the power of Christ, he 
offers up again the same sacrifice of adoration and 
atonement which Christ offered on Calvary. No won- 
der that the name which spiritual writers are espe- 
cially fond of applying to the priest is that of “alter 
Christus.” For the priest is and should be another 
Christ. The priesthood is a sublime ministry, more 
meet for angels than for weak and sinful man... 


Could words be more unscriptural, arrogant, and 
blasphemous? 

To anyone instructed in the Scriptures the truth 
of the perfect sacrifice made by the Lord Jesus, once 
for all, is perfectly plain. The uniqueness, efficiency, 
completeness, and finality of that sacrifice is made 
most emphatic. What says the Word? 


But now once in the end of the world hath he 
appeared to put away sin by the sacrifice of himself 
(Heb. 9:26-28). 

By the which will we are sanctified through the 
offering of the body of Jesus Christ once for all. 
And every priest standeth daily ministering and offer- 
ing oftentimes the same sacrifices, which can never 
take away sins: but this man, after he had offered 
one sacrifice for sins for ever, sat down on the right 
hand of God; from henceforth expecting till his ene- 
mies be made his footstool. For by one offering he 
hath perfected for ever them that are sanctified (Heb. 
10:10-14). 

Now where remission of these is, there is no more 
offering for sin (Heb. 10:18). 


The New Testament priesthood is described as 
“holy,” “royal,” and consists of the great High Priest 
in heaven and of the people of God on earth. The 
Holy Spirit teaches the New Testament priests how to 
worship for “God is a Spirit: and they that worship 
him must worship him in Spirit and in truth” (John 
4:24). He also teaches them to pray: “Likewise the 
Spirit also helpeth our infirmities: for we know not 
what we should pray for as we ought: but the Spirit 
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itself maketh intercession for us with groanings which 
cannot be uttered” (Rom. 8:26). 

The sacrifices of the New Testament priesthood 
are described as “spiritual” (I Peter 2:5). The “royal 
priesthood” shows forth “the praises of him who hath 
called you out of darkness into his marvellous light” 
(vs. 9). Hebrews 13:15 adds: “By him therefore let 
us offer the sacrifice of praise to God continually, 
that is, the fruit of our lips giving thanks to his name.” 

The spiritual sacrifices are worship, praise, thanks- 
giving—unbloody sacrifices of the redeemed heart. 
Likewise sharing with others is a spiritual sacrifice. 
“But to do good and to communicate forget not: for 
with such sacrifices God is well pleased” (Heb. 13: 
16). The same truth is taught in Philippians 4:18. 
“But I have all, and abound: I am full, having re- 
ceived of Epaphroditus the things which were sent 
from you, an odor of a sweet smell, a sacrifice ac- 
ceptable, wellpleasing to God.” Likewise, the total 
personality of the Christian to be presented “a living 
sacrifice, holy, acceptable unto God, which is your 
reasonable service” (Rom. 12:1-2). 

The Old Testament gives to us the background 
and perspective to understand the New Testament 
sacrifice of praise, thanksgiving, fellowship with others. 
Declared the Psalmist in 107:21-22: “Oh that men 
would praise the Lord for his goodness, and for his 
wonderful works to the children of men! And let 
them sacrifice the sacrifices of thanksgiving, and de- 
clare his works with rejoicing.” Thankfulness is in- 
deed a true sacrifice, especially when made by the 
needy and sorely-tested believer. For such the Most 
High gives His promise: “Offer unto God thanksgiv- 
ing; and pay thy vows unto the most High . . . Whoso 
offereth praise glorifieth me: and to him that ordereth 
his conversation aright will I shew the salvation of 
God” (Ps. 50:14, 23). 

The Old Testament prophets saw beyond the sac- 
rifices of blood made in tabernacle and temple to 
tie true sacrifices for God. Micah, quoting Balaam, 
inquired how he should come before God, with what 
offerings; and then made the reply: “He hath shewed 
thee, O man, what is good; and what doth the Lord 
require of thee, but to do justly, and to love mercy, 
and to walk humbly with thy God?” (Micah 6:8). 

This emphasis on personal and civic righteousness 
as a true sacrifice is stressed in Isaiah 58:5-7 and 
summarized in Proverbs 21:3: “To do justice and 
judgment is more acceptable to the Lord than sacri- 
fice.” 

Deep, genuine penitence of heart is likewise a 
sacrifice well pleasing to the Most High. It was ih 
this vein that David wrote from his heart: “O Lord,

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THE PROBLEM OF THE 


E ARE becoming a nation of oldsters. Since 1900 

the over-all population of the United States has 
doubled—but the number of men and women 65 years 
of age and over has increased fourfold. There are now 
15 million people—or about one person in every twelve 
—in the 65-plus age bracket. More than 20 years has 
been added to our life expectancy—and doctors say this 
is only the beginning. 

This accelerated trend toward an older citizenry 
has been accompanied by appalling social, economic 
and personal problems. 

So acute have these problems become that ever- 
increasing efforts are being made to cope with them. 
Business, industry and government are under pressure 
to recognize that a mature adult’s usefulness does not 
necessarily end when he reaches an arbitrarily- 
determined age limit (usually 65). Medicine has de- 
veloped a new specialty—geriatrics, the treatment of 
the aged. Clubs for retired folks are flourishing in 
many communities, especially in large cities and in 
winter resort areas. Social agencies are giving more 
and more attention to the housing, recreational, and 
emotional requirements of older people. Books about 
age and its problems—how to get ready to retire; 
how to supplement retirement income; how to pick a 
hobby for one’s sunset years; how to keep an alert 
mind—are being published in quantity. A new crop 
of periodicals has sprung into existence—such mag- 
azines as the Journal of Lifetime Living and the 
Senior Citizen, not to mention the scholarly Journal 
of Gerontology. 

Though much thought is being devoted to our older 
people in secular circles, little attention is being given 
their deepest personal needs. The jacket blurb of a 
recent book tersely suggests the thinking of most ger- 
ontologists and social workers: “Financial security, 
proper eating and rest habits, and hobbies and edu- 
cation will help to take an aging person’s mind off

the calendar and [enable him to enjoy] the last years 
of life.” 

Economic, physical, and social needs certainly be- 
come more acute with the passing years—but so do 
spiritual needs. 

And many aged people have desperate needs that 
statistics do not reflect. How could one measure the 
loneliness of a refined older person who, after the 
“case worker” has done his best, finds himself at the 
county farm, consigned to a ward that reeks of urine 
and disinfectant, surrounded by utterly uncongenial 
companions? What about the disillusionment of count- 
less men and womemwho must spend their declining 
years in the homes of grown children who make no 
effort to hide the fact that Mom and Pop are more of 
a nuisance than a blessing? 

And what about the pitiable condition of older peo- 
ple who do not know God’s forgiveness because they 
never had a life-transforming experience through per- 
sonal faith in Jesus Christ? Their past may or may 
not have been happy—but what about their future? 
Many are hardened in their unbelief and have settled 
down into dull apathy. Many others, though, are 
dreadfully conscious of their failures, their mistakes, 
their sin—and they cringe hopelessly at the prospect 
of judgment. 


GOD IS NOT LIMITED 


Clearly, older people have many personal needs for 
which a social worker has no solution. The only way 
to meet these needs is to bring God’s power to bear 
upon the life of the individual. Only Christian faith 
can give a human being peace with God, victory over 
adverse circumstances, and confidence in the face of 
death. It is true that conversions in advanced age 
are not numerous, but they are by no means impos- 
sible. God is not limited by statistics or by the laws 
of probability. 

Older people must look to the Church if their 
spiritual needs are to be met adequately. Their spir- 
itual requirements are not so much different from 
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those of other adults as they are more urgent. Older 
people need (1) assurance of salvation and of God’s 
continuing love; (2) certainty that they are in His 
care; (3) relief from heightened emotions of doubt, 
fear, grief, resentment, and guilt; (4) relief from the 
pangs of loneliness; (5) a perspective that includes 
eternity as well as time; (6) continuing spiritual growth; 
(7) the feeling of status, or personal worth, that is so 
often sorely lacking among inmates of public insti- 
tutions; and (8) a feeling of continuing usefulness. 

For some years, major denominations have had 
commissions studying the problems of the aged. The 
number of churches with activities geared particularly 
to this segment of the population is growing, but not 
rapidly enough. The Christian education committee of 
a local church should promote a program for all ages 
that regards life as an entity—‘all of it from God and 
all of it good.” A church program is out of balance, 
and its older people are likely to be justifiably bitter, 
when “the young people” get all the attention. 

Older people are usually characterized by a greater 
or lesser degree of physical infirmity; their financial 
resources are usually limited, and their leisure is more 
abundant. Their spiritual needs may best be met by 
a specialized approach that takes these and other pe- 
culiarities into account. 

Ideally, a church embarking upon a ministry to the 
aged should make a careful study of its local situation 
and work out a coordinated, unified program, planned 
and executed by a committee on which older people 
themselves are represented. Like any mature indi- 
viduals, oldsters are much more likely to respond en- 
thusiastically to a project in the launching of which 
they themselves have had at least some part. 

The ministry of a local church to its senior con- 
stituents normally centers around one or both of two 
organizations: a Golden Years (or “65-plus”) Club 
or its equivalent, and a Home (or Extension) Depart- 
ment. The former serves the special needs of men 
and women who have reached retirement age but are 
usually able to attend church services, Sunday school, 
and other meetings. The second is designed primarily 
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The senor citizen is finally starting to get the attention he 
deserves—from government, industry, social groups—in fact from 
everyone except the Christian Church. By HENRY JACOBSEN 
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for those who are homebound because of age, in- 
firmity or other reasons. 

Church clubs for older people usually undertake a 
rather active program, giving members opportunity 
to get together as often as once a week, perhaps at 
the church. Such gatherings are often highly informal 
and may be devoted to games, hobbies (especially 
handcrafts), or mere conversation. In addition, ar- 
rangements may be made for appropriate lectures, 
films, group discussions, and Bible studies. Where 
feasible, a church may also make it possible for older 
people to go on trips to points of interest within a 
convenient radius. It is surprising how elderly people 
enjoy such outings and how much such a program 
helps their morale. 

Some churches devote considerable attention to the 
counseling of elderly people, and make special efforts 
to care—to some degree—for their financial phys- 
ical needs, arranging for shelter, food, and medical 
and nursing service where required. 


HOME DEPARTMENT 


Homebound oldsters are normally served through 
the home (or extension) department of the Sunday 
school. The organization of this department is a logical 
first step toward helping those whose needs are great- 
est—the oldest and the most infirm. Strangely enough, 
not one evangelical church in 20, according to an in- 
formal survey, maintains an effective home depart- 
ment. Many a so-called home department does noth- 
ing more than deliver a quarterly to members every 
three months—a travesty upon what is potentially a 
tremendous ministry! 

A home department should bear the same relation 
to the Christian education committee of the church 
as any other department of the Sunday school. Like 
any other department, too, it is headed by a super- 
intendent, who reports to the general superintendent 
of the Sunday school. Instead of being staffed by 
teachers—like the adult department, for instance—a 
home department is manned by “visitors.” Instead of 
having pupils, it has “members.” 

Upon launching a home department program, a 
church should list the names of prospective members. 
An announcement from the pulpit or in the church 
bulletin, asking members of the congregation to re- 
port the names of homebound relatives, friends, neigh- 
bors, or acquaintances, will provide a nucleus. A 
house-to-house religious census of the area—best un- 
dertaken as a cooperative venture by all the evan- 
gelical churches of the community—is the ideal way, 
however, of rounding up all available prospects. 
Unfortunately, most churches seem to limit their 





home department ministry to a few shut-ins who 
formerly attended their adult Sunday school classes, 
It is a mistake to be so restrictive. The benefits of this 
program should be made available to all men and 
women who cannot attend Sunday school and whose 
spiritual needs are not already being met by some 
other church. In other words, invite shut-ins from all 
unchurched homes in your community! Do not neglect 
inmates of county farms, old folks’ homes, convales- 
cent homes, nursing homes, and the like. The home 
department is also designed for younger adults who 
cannot attend Sunday school because their occupation 
involves Sunday work, because they are in jail, or 
because they are confined to their homes by a physi- 
cal handicap, by chronic illness, or by the need of 
caring for an infant or an invalid—but that is another 
aspect of the work which cannot be treated here. 

After a prospect list has been compiled, home de- 
partment workers should call upon the prospects to 
enroll them. Their visit should be preceded by a 
letter from the pastor of the church explaining that 
the home department provides Bible study and Chris- 
tian fellowship. There are no qualifications for mem- 
bership other than willingness to read the lessons in 
the quarterly each week. 

After the prospects have been enrolled as members, 
each should be assigned to a home department visitor, 
men being assigned to men and women to women. 
Visitors should be given from one to five members 
each, depending upon the time they are willing and 
able to devote to the work. Their calls are the heart of 
the department’s ministry, and their importance can- 
not be overestimated. 


LASTING FRIENDSHIPS 


Members who take their work to heart will find 
many ways to develop lasting friendships with their 
members—sending them birthday and Christmas 
cards, taking them occasional inexpensive gifts, read- 
ing aloud to them, lending them books and magazines, 
telephoning them occasionally to inquire about their 
health, and the like. The objective is for the older 
person to come, in time, to look upon his home de- 
partment visitor as a beloved friend and trusted con- 
fidant. And if a visitor will patiently “cultivate” an 
unsaved member, he will have a wonderful oppor- 
tunity, when the time is ripe, to speak lovingly and 
earnestly to the member about the Lord Jesus. 

The church should keep home department mem- 
bers on its mailing list and send them the church 
bulletin weekly, as well as denominational literature 
if they care for it. Most churches make communion

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SEPAKAITEV CHRISTIANS

What should characterize a Christian life? How should a believer be different from a non-believer? 


HAT Is the difference between a Christian and a 

non-Christian? How would a distant observer, 
looking at America, distinguish between Christians and 
non-Christians? No doubt, even the average inhabit- 
ant of a small town who knew its population well, 
could hardly distinguish between some infidels and 
many professing Christians, except that the professing 
Christians might be in a church building for 60 min- 
utes on Sunday morning. 

Some time ago, I was talking with a man of Scan- 
dinavian descent. His parents had raised him in an 
environment of strict and rugged simplicity that marks 
so many homes of northern European background. 
But, my friend remarked, such an atmosphere seems 
lacking in typical American homes today. He had 
recently visited such a home. There was a brief prayer 
asking God’s blessing on the meal. But the conver- 
sation, the outlook, the whole atmosphere in that 
home seemed utterly foreign to what the tone of a 
Christian home should be. 

Conversation was entirely about worldly things. The 
young people talked only of interests outside the 
sphere of Christian life and living. One could detect 
in the conversation, social ambition, desire for friend- 
ships with those who had wealth or good family con- 
nections; but there was no spiritual word spoken, no 
evidence of spiritual thought. 

Yet any one of these people would be shocked, if 
he were told that his life and living were far from 
the ideal for a Christian. Also they would be amazed, 
were they informed that all that they were doing was 
barren and sterile. Their moral tone and standard in 
their community was beyond reproach. But their lives 
were affected with pernicious spiritual anemia. 

We are not considering the lives of those who are 
not believers in Jesus Christ as their swn personal 
Savior from sin. We are not answerable to God for 
the way other men live, what they do with their time 
or money or in what pleasures or sins they indulge. 


We are answerable to God, as individual Christians, 
for how we live our own individual lives. 

It is impossible for the non-Christian to live a 
Christian life. He does not have the miracle life of 
Christ within him, and without that life the practice 
of Christianity is impossible. 

The example of the life of Christ is not enough. 
The world has had the example of the life of Christ 
for 20 centuries, but men are just as filled with greed 
and lust and avarice and all other works of the flesh 
as they ever have been. We need more than an ex- 
ample. If we should put before you a copy of Shake- 
speare’s dramas, ask you to produce their equal, you 
would be forced to reply that you could not do it. You 
lack the genius. If we should place before you the 
paintings of Velasquez, of Rembrandt, or of any great 
artist, and ask you to create similar masterpieces, again 
you would be forced to reply that you could not do it. 
You lack the genius. Similarly, it is impossible for the 
non-Christian to live a Christian life. 


GENIUS OF HOLINESS 


But the Christian possesses a life that is not his own, 
a life which we might term the genius of holiness. 
Are Christians all living in accordance with that new 
life? The answer, we are sorry to say, must be, “No, 
they are not.” Just as some great geniuses have al- 
lowed their appetites and passions to destroy their 
talents, so some Christians allow the old nature so to 
dominate them that they live lives of defeat, even 
though the genius of Christ’s power and holiness— 
Christ Himself—dwells within them. 

How should a Christian live? What should char- 
acterize a Christian home? How should a believer 
differ from those who have not believed in Christ? 
The answer must be positive, not negative. Some peo- 
ple have the idea that a Christian is one who does 
not do this or that. This is wrong. 
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An ascetic infidel may have a negative life that’s 
marked by the same absence of certain activities, but 
that does not make him a Christian. The ideal Chris- 
tian life is marked by a positive state of mind and by 
positive action. The positive state of mind God names 
belief; the positive action is what God calls the life of 
the Spirit. 

This cannot be obtained by the unbeliever. He must 
begin with the power of negative thinking. The un- 
believer who thinks that he can think positively is 
deceiving himself. God wants us to begin to think 
negatively. I am a sinner. I belong to the human race 
which is under the curse of God. In Adam, I died. 
There is no possible hope for man by himself. Man 
can do nothing for himself, by treaties, by education, 
by self improvement. There must be a divine trans- 
formation. When we come to that negative thinking, 
God will bring us to the cross of Jesus Christ. Then we 
can begin to think positively. Jesus took my sin. Jesus 
died for me. Jesus paid for all of my sin. Now I have 
life. Now I can begin to live that Christian life. 


GOD’S CONDITIONS 


You see, then, that there can be no true Christian 
life without this positive faith. Since the new life that 
is the supernatural genius of holiness is God-given, it 
can be received only on His conditions, and those 
conditions are the acceptance of the essential truths 
of Christianity; namely, that there is no hope in man 
by himself to achieve perfect righteousness; and that 


Jesus Christ, the eternal Jehovah, Second Person of © 


the Godhead, came to this earth, born of a virgin, 
without human father, in order to go to the cross and 
die as a Substitute, taking our sins upon. Himself, 
and rising from the dead as a sign that His offering 
for sin was acceptable to the all-righteous Judge. God 
thereby has put the supernatural life of Christ to our 
account, and sees us as perfect, even though we still 
possess the ‘old, sinful nature. Anyone who does not 
believe this has no right to call himself a Christian, in 
the Bible sense of the definition. 

Before the last Olympic games the contestants who 
represented our country were chosen according to cer- 
tain rules. Anyone in the whole nation could have run 
up and down in the vicinity of the stadium. Before 
entering the stadium, many visitors might have con- 
fused such a person with the real members of the 
team. But none of these imitators would have been 
allowed by the judges to compete in the events; and 
therefore, none of them would have been eligible for 
the prizes. 

It is precisely the same with the race which is the 
Christian life. Many people are running around in 
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Christian uniform often drawing the gaze of the casual 
onlooker who does not know the marks of a true 
Christian and does not realize that not all Gentiles are 
Christians, and that many thousands of church mem- 
bers do not possess the supernatural life of Christ. 

But consider only those who claim to be Christ’s. 
Are they all living the type of life that God wants them 
to live? In the world of sports, not every man on a 
team keeps training rules, and many a time games 
have been lost because someone broke training. 

So it is in the Christian life. Many who have really 
believed in Jesus Christ as Savior do not adhere to 
the ideals that He laid down for those who follow Him. 
There must be positive faith, and there should be 
positive action. With an athletic team the coach tells 
his men that they are to live on a certain diet; they 
are to abstain from certain foods and from certain 
physical excesses. There is the positive requirement 


Nof training—certain exercises must be followed, cer- 


tain hours given to muscular development and to 
spoitive form. 

The positive assignment for the Christian has been 
very clearly given in the Bible. It is this that should 
mark the believer in his daily life: “The fruit of the 
Spirit is love; joy, peace, longsuffering, gentleness, 
goodness, faithfulness, meekness, self-control” (Gal. 
3:22, 23). 


POSITIVE DIET 


There is also the positive diet of the Christian. Just 
as there can be no normal, healthy life without the 
proper kind of food, so there can be no normal, spir- 
itual growth without the food that God has ordained 
to nourish our new life. “As newborn babes, desire 
the sincere milk of the Word that you may grow 
thereby” (I Pet. 2:2). If the Bible is not the center of 
the home, it is not a true Christian home, even though 
all the members of the household are children of God 
through faith in Christ Jesus. The tragedy of the 
American home today is that so many families have 
abandoned the Bible as the source of life and as the 
center of living. Nothing can take the place of the 
Bible in the life of a Christian. The man who thinks 
he can get along with just a smattering of church at- 
tendance is riding to a fall. You need the Bible every 
day, constant reading of the Word of God, applied in 
your life by the Holy Spirit. This is what makes it 
possible for you to live a truly Christian life. 

Now let us sum this up. First, the positive action of 
the supernatural Christian life is the fruit of the Holy 
Spirit within us. Second, the diet of this supernatural 
Christian life is the Word of God. Third, there are

certain, definite practices from which 
the Christian must abstain. 

Now I do not believe in giving a 
list of things that a Christian must 
not do. Some lay down rules of their 
own choosing and say that a Chris- 
tian must not transgress those rules, 
This is not according to the Word of 
God. Things which are expressly for- 
bidden in the Bible, of course, must 
be put aside. All other choices must 
be determined in the light of prin- 
ciples laid down by our God. The 
Bible is not a set of rules, it is a 
Book of principles. Thousands of things 
in our modern, complex civilization 
are not mentioned in the Bible. But 
enough is given to us in its pages to 
illuminate every choice that we shall 
ever be called upon to make. 

What things does God say we are 
to cast out of our lives? Of course the 
great sins mentioned in the Ten Com- 
mandments are to be avoided. The 
hatred that results in murder, the im- 
purity that results in adultery, the 
sleazy principles which result in dis- 
honesty of word or act are to be re- 
jected. We are to “provide things hon- 
est in the sight of all men” (Rom. 
12: 17); and are to “abstain from all 
appearance of evil” (I Thess. 5:22). 

God recognizes that every man has 
an old nature that is incapable of 
holiness, and that is capable of every 
form of sin. He tells those who be- 
lieve in Christ that we are to “put 
on the Lord Jesus Christ, and make 
no provision for the flesh, to fulfil the 
lusts thereof” (Rom. 13:14). There are 
lists of sins in the New Testament 
from which we are to flee. Some of 
them are startling. We are not aston- 
ished to read of God’s command 
against “uncleanness, lasciviousness, 
and hatred.” We expect also to find 
Him condemning murder and other 
gross sins. But, right in the midst of 
such a list, we find warnings against 
such sins as “emulations.” Translated 
into modern American this means that 
we are to shun “keeping up with the 
Joneses.” Think of finding such a typi- 
cally American characteristic in the 
middle of a sentence between adultery 
and murder! In other words, God com- 
mands the Christian to live within 
his income, and to “owe no man any- 
thing. . .” (Rom. 13:8). Now, this 
must not be interpreted as forbidding 
legitimate use of credit under modern 
business conditions, but certainly it 
is complementary to God’s command 
against “emulation.” 

There are more surprises in the list 
of sins which God rebukes. The rec- 
ord includes “idolatry . . . hatred, 
variance, emulations, wrath, strife, se- 
ditions, heresies, envyings, . murders, 
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drunkenness, revellings, and such like,” 
and the concluding passage is strong, 
“that they which do such things shall 
not inherit the kingdom of God” (Gal. 
§:20-21). 

Pride is called the sin of Satan. 
Worry is described as denial of God’s 
loving care and goodness. You will 
find other principles laid down in the 
Bible, as you search it for yourself. 

Frequently questions are put to me 
by young Christians concerning mod- 
ern practices not touched upon in the

Word of God. Is it proper for Chris- 
tians to dance, play cards, go to the 
theater, the movies, smoke, drink, and 
so on? I refuse to answer such ques- 
tions. 

God has told us that all things are 
to be decided in our lives as under the 
guidance of the Holy Spirit. I know 
what occurred in my life when I put 
these things before my Lord and 
asked Him to show me His will. When 
I understood from His Word that the 
source of action in my life was either 
the old nature of sin that was re- 
sponsible for crucifying Christ or else 
the new nature led by the Spirit, I 
decided that Christ must have the 
mastery. 

The question for you as a Christian 
is not, “Should a Christian do this or 
that, follow this or that course of 
action?” but rather, “Is Jesus Christ 
to run my life or am I to run it?” 
If He is not Lord of all, He is not 
Lord at all.

Can Missions Continue in Japan? 


Is Japan turning Communist? Are 
the recent riots which forced the can- 
cellation of President Eisenhower’s 
visit indicative of mounting, nation- 
wide anti-American sentiments? And 
as a result, are doors beginning to 
close to Christian missions and free 
preaching of the gospel in Japan? 


Tokyo riots, which cancelled President Eisenhower's visit, raised doubts about mission work. 


The answer to all three of these 
questions is “no.” But these unfortu- 
nate demonstrations do point to a 
significant lesson for Christians to pon- 
der. 

To understand this, one must first 
appreciate what actually motivated up 
to 40,000 young Japanese to demon- 
















































strate against the ratification of the 
new Japan-U.S. treaty. 

Communists—an amazingly small 
but militantly organized and f- 
nanced group—led the demonstra- 
tions. Though the total number of 
declared Communists in Japan is small 
(probably somewhere between 60- 
100,000 card carrying members), they 
have gained virtual control of two in- 
fluential groups: the 100,000 member 
University Student federation (Zenga- 
kuren), and 3.5 million member labor 
union (Sohyo). 

And the Reds have strong, vocal 
representation in a third group, Japan’s 
intellectuals. A host of university and 
high school professors, editors, writers, 
and litterateurs consider it smart and 
sophisticated to be anti-American and 
pro-Communist in their political ut- 
terances. Witness the statement of 
Professor Kaya, president of Tokyo 
University, largest and by far the most 
influential university in Japan, who 
came out publicly defending the illegal 
rioting of the students and criticizing 
the government for their suppression 
of the demonstrations. Such immature 
attitudes and attacks are probably bas- 
ically rooted in the offended pride of 
these men in the overwhelming in- 
fluence and patronage of America in 
these post-war years. 

But it was the Communist leaders 
of the student and labor groups, 
apparently liberally financed from 
abroad, who cleverly organized and 
spearheaded the public riots in May 
and June. 

The manpower, however, came from 
the Socialists, minority (40%) party 
in the Japanese parliament, and heav- 
ily represented among the students, 
laborites, and young office workers. 
Strong evidence indicates that many 
of these marched for pay, 1,000 yen

But three other important reasons 

motivated many: understanding these 
throws light on these and future politi- 
cal demonstrations in, paradoical 
Japan: 1) The Socialist desire to un- 
seat the incumbent Prime Méinister 
Kishi and his Liberal-Democratic 
party. Crude and elemental in their 
tactics, the Socialists saw in this issue 
a possible opportunity to unseat the 
party which has been in power since 
the Occupation. 
2) The Socialist hope of making Japan 
neutral. In this home of Hiroshima, 
many Japanese feel the only hope of 
the nation’s future lies in a precarious 
neutrality, which the new treaty’s 
strong tie with the U. S. denies. Some 
feel that the mutual defense clauses of 
the treaty are actually a violation of 
the MacArthur-authored postwar con- 
stitution which outlaws war, and that 
as a result Japan will become Amer- 
ica’s first line of defense in case of 
atomic war. Others want to establish 
diplomatic relations with Red China 
and open trade with them, hoping to 
profit from both East and West. 

Here a curious phenomenon must 
be noted. Apparently forgetting Ja- 
pan’s wartime atrocities against them, 
the Chinese are ardently wooing Japan 
with innumerable trade and cultural 
missions and propaganda. And in one 
of the amazing paradoxes which make 
the Japanese mind a continual enigma 
to the Westerner, many Japanese feel 
that Russian Communism (which they 
fear) and Chinese Communism are 
vastly different, and that diplomatic and 
economic commitments can be made, 
therefore, to China without danger. 

Thus to many, neutrality is the ulti- 
mate hope for peace and prosperity in 
Japan. 

3) Rising nationalism. Since the 
Bandung conference of Afro-Asian 
nations, nationalism has been mush- 
rooming in the retarded nations of 
these continents. Japan is no excep- 
tion. Tasting the heady wine of inde- 
pendence and forgetting the cost at 
which it was obtained, many of the 
youth of Japan are quick to cry, “Ja- 
pan for the Japanese!” The presence of 
American bases and soldiers in the 
country offend this spirit. G.I. Joe 
with a Japanese girl on his arm con- 
stantly reminds the proud student that 
his security has been dependent upon 
American strength. And like an igno- 
rant child, he wants to shake off this 


alone. And so his pent-up emotions 
find an outlet in the recent violent 
demonstrations against the treaty, and 
thus, in measure, against America as 
well.

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didn’t Kishi call out the police to quell 
the riots when they obviously ap- 
proached rebellious proportions? Be- 
fore and during the war, Japan’s 
police, through their dreaded 
Kempeitai division, held the common 
people in a bondage of fear and 
cruelty much like Hitler’s Gestapo. 
For 15 years the government has 
tried to break down this fear and build 
the image of a police force which is 
the kindly. guardian of peace and 
safety. 

Undoubtedly the leaders of the riots 
hoped to provoke police retaliation to 
their violence in order to rouse popular 
sentiments to believe the old, pre-war 
police state was returning. Thus Kishi 
with political wisdom held police 
restraint to a minimum—but even 
against this weak restriction students, 
professors, and writers reacted with 
cries of “violence.” 

But what has been the result of 
these demonstrations throughout the 
nation? 

Obviously the cancellation of Eisen- 
hower’s visit was a tremendous propa- 
ganda victory for the Reds, which 
Khrushchev lost no time in exploiting. 
But numerous informed observers have 
reported that these excessive public 
spectacles were not a popular move- 
ment of the people. The majority of 
the Japanese were indifferent or em- 
barrassed. Missionaries were never en- 
dangered, nor hindered in their work. 

And there is strong hope that the 
common people will react against this 
Socialist violence. In early July a spe- 
cial gubernatorial election was held in 
Saitama prefecture, immediately north 
of Tokyo, and the Liberal-Democratic 
candidate won an overwhelming vic- 
tory over kis Socialist opponent. Some 
hope this is indicative of greater re- 
actions at the polls. 

But sadly, inter-party strife in Kishi’s 
own ranks forced him to announce his 
resignation from the premiership right 
after the demonstrations, and two weeks 
later was climaxed by a disordered 
rightist in that party stabbing Kishi. 
These events, too, give comfort to the 
Reds and their short-sighted Socialist 
dupes in Japan. 

Christian leaders in Japan, however, 
see no immediate ill effects from these 
events on Christian work and evangel- 
ism there, because these riots were 
exclusively the work of a tiny but 
militant minority, who capitalized on 
the indifference and inertia of the 
majority. 

But as a significant straw in the 
wind pointing to the extent of mount- 
ing nationalism among the students 
and youth, these events will be noted 
by mission leaders. Traditional mis- 
sionary leadership in Christian work 
must be replaced as rapidly as possible 
with nationals. In this, evangelicals are

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in a more difficult position than some 
of the liberals which have native 
leaders of years’ standing. Many evan- 
gelical groups began evangelism in Ja- 
pan in the years 1948—52, and as a 
result have as yet produced few ip- 
digenous churches and leaders. 

A_heart-searching examination of 
methods and effort is needed to pre- 
pare the church against the day, per- 
haps coming sooner than we think, 
when national leadership of all Chris- 
tian work will be demanded by the 
popular temper and attitude. It is to 
the training of such leadership for the 
evangelical church that the ministry of 
Japan Christian college is committed. 

And on the part of the church and 
Christians at home recent events are 
a call to prayer for divine guidance to 
the Japanese government to the end 
that the doors for the Christian wit- 
ness may remain open, and for 
heavenly wisdom to be given to 
the missionary organizations to plan 
wisely for the future. 


Puerto Rico’s New “Ism” 


“It is really shameful that Puerto 
Ricans should be called Catholics. 
They don’t even practice their relig- 
ioné@’ This is a sentiment that is “often 
heard,” according to a Puerto Rican 
now in New York, writer of a feature 
article in America, the Jesuit weekly. 
Of migrants in that city, according to 
Catholic sources, as many attend Prot- 
estant as attend Catholic churches. 

But Puerto Rican non-Catholicism 
or anti-Catholicism also manifests it- 
self at home—in the island’s politics. 
Although supposedly 92% Catholic, it 
has given our predominantly Protes- 
tant American states some good les- 
sons in how to resist Catholic clerical 
pressure. 

For years before New York timor- 
ously introduced a limited program of 
publicly financed planned parenthood 
information, the Insular Health De- 
partment was operating full-scale birth 
control clinics by the score. It was in 
this United States possession that the 
tests were conducted for Enovid, the 
new birth control pill now on sale 
in drug stores. Such tests would have 
been difficult under the laws of almost 
any of our states. 

Lately, the church-state struggle has 
centered on released time in public 
schools for religious instruction. This 
is permitted in many states. But when 
100,000 people demonstrated for it in 
front of the Puerto Rican capitol the 
political leaders stood firm and tabled 
the bill. 

This angered the hierarchy to the 
extent that they have now initiated a 
new Catholic “Christian Action 
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Party.” It will challenge all three ex- 
isting parties—Popular Democrats, Re- 
publicans and Independentists—whom 
the bishops condemn as “responsible 
for the bad morals which obscure and 
de-Christianize our society.” The CAP 
will seek public grants to parents of 
tuition money. This would permit es- 
tablishment at public expense of a 
parochial school system which is now 
practically non-existent. 

Writing from San Juan, a special 
correspondent of the New York Post 
says that the new party “will not 
hurt the chances for reelection” of 
Luis Munoz Marin, present Popular 
Democratic governor. The president 
of the interdenominational Evangeli- 
cal Seminary writes in the Christian 
Century that “in all probability only 
a small minority of the Catholic laity 
will be involved.” 

But the bishops have firm hopes of 
a more limited nature. Under Puerto 
Rican law, a certain number of seats 
in the legislature are assigned to mi- 
nority parties, however small the vote 
cast for them. Under this provision, 
CAP may get a seat or two. This will 
provide the bishops with a spokesman 
under their personal control, a role 
that no present political leader has 
stooped to assume. 

Most Americans, Catholic and non- 
Catholic, look on “Catholic parties” 
as anti-democratic and “un-American.” 
The rise of the CAP might seem to 
indicate vestiges of a foreign approach 
to political life in the island. But this 
is also untenable in light of the fact 
that few members of the clergy are 
citizens of the island. Many are Span- 
iards, as in Cuba, but control lies 
with stateside Americans. Few natives 
have received Catholic holy orders. 

Admittedly, the concept of “Catho- 
lic political action” is an alien, im- 
ported, ideology. But it is imported 
from the United States, not from Eu- 
rope. The men responsible are the 
three bishops. The bishop of San Juan 
comes from Houghton, Mich., the bis- 
hop of Ponce from Brooklyn, and the 
bishop of Arecibo from Chicago.

Firm Discipline Recommended 


The American Academy of Pedi- 
atrics recently heard Dr. John F. Ken- 
ward, 46, father of two, state that 
child discipline should be firm, and 
that it should begin in infancy. The 
child must learn obedience for his 
own good, said Dr. Kenward, and the 
good of those around him. Further- 
more, he maintained, “the child who 
learns obedience to necessary and obe- 
dient rules is a much happier and 
more secure child.” 

Even the vexed and vexing period 
of adolescence is no exception. “Al- 
though the adolescent may rebel,” Dr. 
Kenward said, “he feels much happier 
and more secure if someone helps to 
restrain his behavior. It can be com- 
paratively painless if he has grown 
up with basic trust and a respect for 
wise authority.” 

Granting that much of what he said 
would sound like heresy to the far-out, 
permissive schools, Dr. Kenward con- 
cluded, “Parents should not be afraid 
to be human, have faith in their con- 
sidered judgment, and act upon it 
without worrying too much about the 
child’s psyche.” 

And Dr. Kenward can be assured 
that in his conflict with the far-out 
progressives he has the Bible firmly 
on his side. The book of the Proverbs 
is the greatest work on child discipline 
that has ever been written. Moreover, 
it was given by God Himself, and 
believers may have no fear in follow- 
ing its dictates. (DGB)

available to Christian members, pro- 
vide them with occasional tape re- 
cordings of the pastor’s sermons, and 
lend them books from the church or 
Sunday school library—as well as re- 
cent magazines, Christian and secular, 
which church members contribute for 
the purpose. 

Many home department members, 
though unable to attend church, are 
capable of considerable physical ex- 
ertion.

It takes light into darkened 
lives, enhances the testimony of the 
church in the community, and rejoices 
the heart of the Good Shepherd, who 
meant His servants to feed all His 
sheep.

the movies does not affect us, taking 
the attitude that if others want to go 
to the devil, let them, they asked for 
it. We cannot live in a world of our 
own, as if it were a different world 
from the one in which other people 
live. 

Thirdly, Christians can support the 
fine type of movie maker who wishes 
to produce films of high quality and 
high character, thus giving tangible 
evidence of a real concern for moral- 
ity. 

The only other alternative would 
be to stay away from films altogether, 
thus to help kill the industry. As a 
last resort, Christians might have to 
band together to do just that, if the 
motion picture industry does not come 
to its senses with some effective self- 
regulation which works instead of the 
present system which gives its seal of 
approval to films fathers and mothefs 
are embarrassed to see in the com- 
pany of their children. 

Fourthly, Christians can pray that 
God will save our world from the rot 
within. If our civilization goes down, 
it will not be because the Communists 
have buried us but because we have 
dug our own grave with our own wick- 
edness. Christians themselves need to 
repent, and to take hold of the new 
life in Christ with a firmer grip, to be 
the kind of people Christ wants them 
to be, to abhor evil and to love that 
which is good. 

Christ says to Christian people: 
“You are the salt of the earth. If the 





salt has lost its savor, it is henceforth 
good for nothing, but to be cast out 
and to be trodden under foot of men.” 
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Chtistians are being trodden under 
foot right now all over the world, not 
hecause they are persecuted in many 
cases, but because their salt has lost 
js savor. We must not expect unbe- 
fevers to repent of their sins when 
Christians are unwilling to do so. Let 
ys repent of our own self righteous- 
ness, Our lack of concern for dying 
men, women, and children all around 
1S. 
Let us remember that Christ calls 
ys to put up a fight for the faith in 
wr time, and not to give in to the 
pessures Of the time, no matter how 
powerful they may be. 

A great, sophisticated, and prosper- 
gs empire collapsed when proud 
Rome fell.

If there is a 
bit of sameness, it is due to the reper- 
toire chosen, and to the fact that male 
voices by themselves cannot provide all 
the variety of a mixed chorus. Take this 
in small doses, and you will find each 
piece well-done and enjoyable.

This recording immediately reveals 
to me two things: first, and more im- 
portant, that this is one of the better 
college choirs. Second, that it is not as 
fine as it undoubtedly will be. I say this 
because throughout almost the entire 
program I detect a careful, cautious 
approach which indicates that the sing- 
ers have not yet reached the stage in 
their development where they can forget 
their technique and just stand up and 
sing a message. 

In singing, as in playing an instru- 
ment, or in doing anything else which 
involves physical activity, there are cer- 
tain skills to be carefully mastered and 
then put to higher use. In this choir’s 
work the skills are not as yet learned 
to the point where they have become 
second nature. 

At least this is my diagnosis. The 
tone is quite beautiful throughout, but 
I have the feeling, especially in the 
“big” numbers, that the singers are hold- 
ing back and singing with intense cau- 
tion, lest they be guilty of forcing. The 
conductor contributes to this by using, 
in the main, very cautious tempos. The

effect, therefore, is cautiously calculated 
throughout. Until, at least, they arrive 
at the spiritual-type song, “I Hear a 
Voice A-Prayin’.” This was new to me, 
but obviously not to the choir for they 
tore into it with an enthusiasm which 
gives a radiant promise of what these 
singers may eventually do with every- 
thing they attempt. 

The un-named soloists are all fine, 
especially the alto who sings “My Lord, 
What a Morning” with a luscious, 
whipped-cream voice. Surely her name

Jesus Took My Burdens; "Twas the Dawn of ¢ 
Beautiful Day; Beneath the Cross; Over the 
Sunset Mountain. 

These two releases reveal a pleasing 
baritone voice with very little dynamic 
range but excellent diction. The singer 
obviously has a real comprehension of 
the texts he sings, and he puts his songs 
over with considerable sincerity. The 
upper register of his voice gives him 
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a bit of trouble, as does the pronuncia- 
tion of certain words, but the general 
effect is excellent. 

There is not much choice between the 
two records, except that the small or- 
chestra on “Alan McGill sings in Hi- 
Fi” gives a more varied accompaniment 
than the piano and organ can on the 
other disc.

The organ used here is the large 
Aeolian-Skinner in the Hyde Park Com- 
munity Methodist Church of Cincinnati, 
Ohio. It is an excellent instrument, well- 
played by Fisher, who is described on 
the record jacket as “young,” which 
may account for the fact that not all of 
his playing is convincing. 

It is all very fine organ playing. His 
technic is very serviceable and his color 
sense is well developed. But I miss here 
and there the ultimate identification 
with the music. This can only come 
from long association with any particu- 
lar piece, and is a sign of artistic ma- 
turity. I hope I will be able to follow 
Fisher’s progress as he matures, for he 
obviously is a well-grounded player. 

What he gives us here is a good organ 
recital program, all of it well played, 
and some of it exceedingly so.

Questions DR. BARNHOUSE 


Answerep AND STAFF 


In this new department of ETERNITY Magazine, Dr. Barnhouse and the staff 
will answer questions regarding biblical understanding, spiritual truth and the 
Christian life and walk. 


Question: How do you explain II John 10 where we are told that we are not to 
receive an unbeliever into our house? Is this practical? 


Answer: The verse does not teach what the question seems to imply. It seems to 
me that the last clause of the verse, “neither bid him Godspeed,” (KJV) or “nor 
give him any greeting,” (RSV) shows that the apostle is speaking exclusively of 
persons who “come” to preach false doctrine. Bid him Godspeed—in what? 
Surely in the matter of the work that he has come to do. The word “bring” gives 
the same idea. This word would hardly be applied to someone who merely holds 
some false doctrine, unless he was working to spread the false doctrine. 

For example, if the believer receives a false teacher into his home, giving him 
toom and board, he would be positively helping him, and publicly sponsoring him 
in his false work. Thus he would be a “partaker of hiS evil deeds” (vs. 11). On 
the other hand, none of these evils would accompany the “mere giving” of hos- 
pitality to a man who privately holds false doctrine, but who is not propagating 
it. In fact, we are told that we are to do good to all men (Gal. 6:10), and not to 
neglect to show hospitality to strangers (Heb. 13:2). A Christian may accept hos- 
pitality from an unbeliever if he wishes (1 Cor. 10:27). However, common polite- 
ness would demand that we offer equal hospitality in return. Only in the case of 
the actual spreader of the denial of Christ are we to refrain. 


Question: How can I, as a Christian, convince my unsaved neighbor that his 
gambling at the race track is wrong? 


Answer: Questions of this nature arise out of the fact that some Christians want 
to get non-Christians to live like Christians without being born again. Never 
forget that an unsaved man naturally wants to gamble, commit adultery, get 
drunk, lie, cheat, steal. Don’t think that if you can stop a man from doing these 
things that he is any nearer to God. He is not! As a matter of fact, it might be 
quite the opposite. For if an unconverted man stops all his “bad habits” and says 
“I used to be pretty bad, but now I’m good!” he is farther away from God than 
he was before. This is because he now thinks that his supposed good works have 
endeared him to God. He is thus lulled into a false sense of security. 

You must bring a man face to face with the fact that he is a lost soul on his 
way to hell without hope and without God. Not because he smokes, drinks, 
gambles, commits adultery or steals. But, because at heart he is a sinner. Then, 
you must present Christ to him. You see, you can’t stop an unsaved man from 
committing adultery, gambling or seeking thrills. It is not the business of church 
people to try to stop him. The church’s business is to present Christ to him. 
To try to force Christian standards on an unregenerate world makes folly out 
of the gospel, because the unsaved world does not see the things of the Spirit 
(I Cor. 2:14). 


Question: As evangelicals, we claim that Moses was the writer of the Pentateuch. 
Did he also write Deuteronomy 34, the account of his death? 


Answer: We believe in the Mosaic authorship of the Pentateuch because our 
Lord Jesus Christ affirmed this. As to whether Moses wrote his own obituary, 
Ido not know. He could have. After all, he recorded the story of creation and 
he wasn’t there to see it. Why could he not have written out the circumstances 
of his death in advance under the same inspiration of the Holy Spirit? However, 
if it should some day be proved that some other writer penned Deuteronomy 34, 
this wouldn’t bother me in the least. 

I often get letters and, typed in the lower left-hand corner, are the initials of 
the man who wrote the letter along with the typist’s initials. When I read the 
letter, I am not primarily concerned with who typed it but who composed it— 
who was the author. So, when I pick up my Bible, I know that God wrote it; 
He was the author. When I know this, I’m not particularly concerned about who 
was the stenographer who wrote down what God placed in his heart.

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THE WITNESS OF THE SPIRIT. Bernard 
Ramm. Eerdmans. 140 pp. $3.00.

Dr. Ramm is no stranger to in- 
formed evangelicals. His writings have 
played an important role in the re- 
surgence of an evangelicalism which 
is both intellectually respectable and 
warmly devotional. The present vol- 
ume will substantially enhance the 
author’s already considerable reputa- 
tion and influence among evangelicals 
everywhere. 

The main emphasis of Ramm’s 
earlier writings have been in the gen- 
eral area of apologetics (Christian 
View of Science and Scripture, Types 
of Apologetic Systems, Protestant 
Christian Evidences). More recently 
he has turned his attention to theo- 
logical themes. This latest volume is 
an expansion of a subject briefly dis- 
cussed in his Pattern of Religious Au- 
thority, viz., the testimonium, the doc- 
trine of the internal witness of the 
Holy Spirit. 

The book begins with a historical 


survey of the testimonium which re- 
veals that it has been a sadly neglected 
doctrine. Precious little can be found 
written about it before the Reforma- 
tion. Calvin particularly made sub- 
stantial contributions, and in recent 
days it again has come under discus- 
sion by Barth and Brunner. 

The testimonium, like any other im- 
portant doctrine, must not be con- 
sidered in a theological vacuum. Thus 
Ramm is careful to relate it to other 
theological themes, such as trinity, rev- 
elation, redemption, etc. 

The heart of the book is the 20- 
page section which exegetes the scrip- 
tural passages bearing witness to the 
testimonium. With great skill and keen 
theological insights, Ramm interprets 
such key passages as Galatians 4:6; 
Romans 8:15, 16; and I Corinthians 
2:10. 

The longest chapter concerns itself 
with drawing out the theological im- 
plication of the testimonium, and 
here some of the best passages in the 
book are found. One paragraph will 
suffice to illustrate: 

“The difference among men is the 

difference of faith. And faith is a dif- 

ference made by the Holy Spirit. Men

do not believe because they know 
more or less than other men. The dif- 
ference between faith and unbelief is 
the presence or absence of the testi- 
monium. Only the Holy Spirit can 
make the printed page the Word of 
Life; only the Holy Spirit can make 
the historical Christ a present person; 
only the Holy Spirit can make theo- 
logical notions saving truths; and only 
the Holy Spirit can move the mind 
out of historical probability into 
divine certainty.” 

In the final chapter of the book 
the testimonium is related to present 
day theologies. Catholics, liberals, fun- 
damentalists, and existentalists all come 
under discussion. Fundamentalists will 
not like what is said about their doc- 
trine of testimonium, but they cannot 
a@cuse the author of being unfair. 

Ramm has written good books be 
fore. To my mind this is his best. He 
deals with a sorely neglected subject 
which strikes at the heart of current 
theological debate, and this he does 
with an exegetical skill and theologi- 
cal competence which can only be 
described as highly commendable. 
Pastor, evangelist, layman and scholar 
will all gain much from a careful 
reading of The Witness of the Spirit. 





NEW TRANSLATIONS 


Keeping the Bible Up-to-date 


GOD’S WORD INTO ENGLISH. Dewey 
M. Beegle. Harper. $3.50.

In considering the wisdom of mak- 
ing a new translation of Scripture, 
Christians frequently find themselves 
in a quandary. The old versions have 
become hallowed by time. Sacred as- 
sociations and memories cling to it. 
Grandfather’s Bible stirs up a whole 
concept of life which we can ill af- 
ford to reject. 

Yet there is another side of the pic- 
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ture. God’s Word was not written to 
be honored as a legacy from the past. 
It is meant to be acted upon here 
and now. It must not only be read, 
but also understood if it is to have 
meaning. Mouthing meaningless syl- 
lables is not an edifying exercise. 

Living languages are never static. 
Words become obsolete, others are 
added to the language, and still others 
change their meanings. Translations 
which have served an earlier gener- 
ation may actually mislead today. 

Biblical study is not static either. 
New discoveries have brought to light 
ancient biblical manuscripts which 
bear witness to the Hebrew and Greek 
text which underlies our English Bible. 


Discoveries of non-biblical texts writ- 
ten, in languages closely related to 
those used in the Bible show how 
words were used in ancient times and 
provide valuable tools for the trans- 
lator. 

Dewey M. Beegle, associate profes- 
sor of Old Testament at Biblical Sem- 
inary, New York, has given us an 
excellent survey of the work and the 
problems of the translator. The book 
is designed for the layman, but it 
should prove helpful also to the pastor 
who needs from time to time to re 
view the subject of Bible Introduction. 

The preface indicates that Dr. 
Beegle desired, in this volume, to re 
view the story of the way in which 
the English Bible came to us and to 
give examples of the treatment of 
problem passages. The author does 
not evaluate the translations as_ such, 
although individual passages are crit- 
ically examined. He does not recom- 
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mend one translation above another. 
The reader is soon aware of the fact, 
however, that Beegle feels that mod- 
em translations are necessary, as they 
aways have been! The King James 
Version was once modern, and it was 
ejected by those who preferred to 
walk in the old paths. 

Such questions as the use of italics 
in Bible translation receive Beegle’s 
careful attention. He points out the 
inconsistencies with which they are 
wed in the King James Version. In 
translating the idiom of one lan- 
guage into the idiom of another, a cer- 
fain amount of rewriting is always 
necessary—or the result is gibberish. 
The Bible translator must be faithful 
in giving the meaning of his text, but 
there is no advantage, spiritual or in- 
tellectual, in following what Beegle 
tems a “picayunish attention to the 
letter of the text.” This is not because 
words are unimportant, but because 
extreme literalism defeats its own pur- 
pose. It clouds the very message it 
is intended to convey. 

The inspired writers of Scripture 
wed the idiom of the day in which 
they lived. Those who labor to make 
it available to modern man in his 
own idiom are worthy of high honor. 
Beegle suggests that Christians today 
we a translation which “by means of 
adirect, simple style of current Eng- 
lsh reproduces in the nearest equiv- 
alent terms the message of the best 
Hebrew and Greek texts.” He adds, 
It should utilize the latest linguistic 
and philological evidence, and also 
indicate by footnotes those difficult 
passages which have either a corrected 
treading or an altertiative translation.” 
What version fits that description? 
ls it an ideal that has not yet been 
ittained? Thete are miany unanswerable 
qestions, but the Christian who is 
ware of the problems and aims of 
the translator will have a better un- 
derstanding of the Bible whatever ver- 
tion he uses. Beegle should help many, 
through his book, to appreciate those 
problems and those aims.

be learned only by those who had 
the key—which was, of course, them- 
selves. Context and historical situation 
were unimportant. As a matter of fact, 
Qumran exegesis would be impossible 
if context and the grammatico-histori- 
cal method of exegesis were followed. 
At this point it would be well for 
conservative students of the Bible to 
study Qumran exegesis, if only to 
learn why prooftext and hidden-mean- 
ing biblical study is not only wrong 
but even dangerous. 

Bruce’s summary of seven points of 
Qumran exegesis is given on pages 9 
and 16, and I shall attempt to con- 
dense it even further: (1) God’s rev- 
elation to the prophets could not be 
understood until the meaning was 
given to the Teacher of Righteous- 


ness. (2) All the prophets’ words re. 
fer to the end-time. (3) This is the 
end-time. (4) The Bible text is atom. 
ized so as to relate to this end-time, 
regardless of biblical context. (5) Var. 
iant textual readings are selected that 
will serve the purpose of the com- 
mentator. (6) If the text cannot 
otherwise be related to the present sit- 
uation, it is allegorized. (7) Biblical 
prophecies of whatever date and ref- 
erences are made to apply to the 
end-time. 

Parallels between Qumran exegesis 
and that of modern sects and cults 
must be obvious to every reader. In 
all fairness we must add that sincere 
Christian Bible teachers who love the 
Lord’s Coming do not always avoid 
the same pitfalls. From such a method 
comes every kind of sect!

Eternal Insecurity 


LIFE IN THE SON. Robert Shank. West- 
cott. 367 pp. $4.95.

According to the introduction by 
Dr. W. W. Adams of Southern Bap- 
tist Theological Seminary, it is “one 
of the most important books in this 
generation . . . and it may prove to 
be one of the most important books 
ever written.” 

Whether or not Adams is correct, 
this book is certainly provocative and 
will doubtless “unsettle” the faith of 
many. 

Shank, a Southern Baptist Armia- 
ian, attempts to prove that presever- 
ance in salvation is dependent not 
upon God’s sovereign decree to pre- 
serve His own but upon man’s will- 
ingness to keep on trusting Christ 
and “keep his commandments.” 

While the author indicts Seventh- 
day Adventists for legalism he falls 
into the same error himself. Three 
times he emphasizes commandment- 
keeping as a means of retaining sal- 
vation. He seems totally oblivious 
that in the great commandment of 
“Jove” all laws and commandments 
are condensed and fulfilled (Matt. 7: 
12, 22, 32, 40; Gal. 5:14). 

Instead he persists in defining com- 
mandments as legal and binding rules 
for conduct within the theocratic 
structure of the Old Testament and 
apart from the post-resurrection New 
Testament doctrine of love. 

Another shortcoming is that Shank 
sometimes violates his own principles 
of Greek exegesis. In refuting Ken- 
neth Wuest’s exegesis of John 4:13, 
14 (“Whosoever drinketh . . . shall 
never thirst”), he says: 


“The concept conveyed by an aorist 
therefore requires definition by con- 
text, logic and analogy.” Then ignor- 
ing the context, he relies upon her- 
meneutics and the linguistic usage of 
the word “drink” to “prove” that “the 


drjnking of the water of life... isa 
continual progressive action rather 
than a once for all act. . .” 

Shank errs analogically, logically 


and contextually. The woman at the 
well came often to fill her water pot 
but Jesus contrasted this to one’s com- 
ing to Him not often but once. And 
this is how the woman understood 
him. 

Christ taught that the act of faith 
in Him creates a reservoir of spirit- 
ual water within the believer (John 
4:14). Shank on the other hand wants 
to take it six ounces at a time on a 
seven-fold platform. This unbiblical 
mixture of grace and works infers 
that Christians have no reservoir of 
spiritual life but rather are leaky wa- 
ters pots continually in need of re 
turning to the well of spiritual life. 

Finally Shank passes over power- 
ful passages of Scripture that con- 
tradict his view. In I John 5:18, the 
Apostle wrote, “We know that no one 
who is born of God makes a practice 
of sinning, but the Son who was born 
of God continues to keep him” 
(Williams). The Greek  devastates 
Shank’s position but he ignores its 
exegetical force entirely. 

Likewise in his treatment of 
Christ’s intercessory prayer (John 17) 
Shank ignores the force of the Greek 
thelo “I will that they be with me 
where I am” and Christ’s extension 
of this to all true believers. Shank 
cites John 11:42 and the prayer of 
Christ upon the cross for his mut- 
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PROTESTANT THOUGHT FROM ROUS- 
SEAU TO RITSCHL. Karl Barth. 
Translated from the German by 
Jaroslav Pelikan. Harper. 435 pp. 
$7.

Historical theology is the handmaid 
of systematic theology and no one can 
excel in the latter discipline who does 
not excel in the former. Since Barth 
excels aS a systematic theologian, this 
study is not a surprise in its scope and 
erudition. In fact, there is a kind of 
special advantage—though it can also 
be a disadvantage—in having a theo- 
logian write about the history of 
doctrine, since he cannot be indiffer- 
ent to the issues of right and wrong in 








derers to “prove” that Christ’s prayer 
could go unanswered but again Shank 
errs. Jesus did not pray for the sal- 
vation of the people in John 11 but 
to show them His relation to and 
teliance upon the Father. The prayer 
upon the cross was for the soldiers, 
a prayer of intercession for the sin 
of crucifying him. So neither of his 
objections meets the force of Christ’s 


prayer: “I pray that they be with 
me.” 
Shank’s argument for historic 


Arminian theology is forthright and 
convincing, his presentation is kindly 
and many of his observations are ex- 
egetically sound. 

However, he fails to adequately ap- 
preciate the doctrine of justification 
by faith (which he seems to fuse 
with commandment keeping) and he 
departs from the exegetical method 
when certain obvious texts controvert 


“Our life is hid with Christ in God” 
and this life is eternal not of temporal 
duration as the Greek repeatedly af- 
firms. It is not contingent upon our 
“holding on to Christ” but upon 
Christ’s ability to keep us. 

John reminds us that “he that has 
the Son has the life” and Shank ad- 
mits to the present possession of that 
life. So how can one terminate what 
is by divine decree and definition in- 
terminable? If it is possible to for- 
feit eternal life (which is a quality 
of existence) then can it be called 
eternal? While Shank does not really 
face these and other exegetical issues 
squarely, his formidable objections to 
certain “stock” answers by Calvinists 
bear consideration. 

This is an excellent volume for the- 
ological students, teachers and theo- 
logians, but it will confuse many lay- 
men, infuriate Calvinists and unfor- 
tunately shake the assurance many 
have felt in Christ. 
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Christian teaching. Who can give a 
more challenging analysis of a theo- 
logian’s thought than another theo- 
logian, who, like himself, thinks 
theologically? 

The translator and his publishers 
have done English readers a service in 
giving them this volume for two rea- 
sons. First of all, it helps one get a 
more balanced view of Karl Barth’s 
thinking. It is easy to gain the im- 
pression from the way Barth and his 
disciples sometimes talk, that he is 
only negatively concerned with the 
thought of religious liberals. Having 
once made the volt face, he has had 
nothing more to do with these abomi- 
nable heretics. But this is not so. Barth 
has read and interacted with the best 
of them, and this series of studies 
proves it. 


In the second place, here is a book 
which will introduce to the student of 
Protestant theology who is limited to 
English, some men whom he probably 
does not know as well as he should, 
The Germans have never surrendered 
the initiative which Luther seized ip 
matters theological—though they have 
often carried the discussion far afield 
and buried the simplicity of the gospel 
under a heap of ponderous learning. 
All serious students of Protestant the- 
ology must, therefore, become ac- 
quainted with the thought of the great 
German theologians of the 18th cen- 
tury. A book like this is a great help 
in getting started. 

In the original work Barth intro- 
duces the reader to 25 worthies, with 
pictures. In this translation we have 
only ten of them—and no pictures. But

STUDY. Frederick W. Danker. Con- 
cordia. 289 pp. $3.75.

If the average Sunday _ school 
teacher thinks that this book is going 
to be of great help in preparing the 
lesson let him be undeceived from the 
first moment. This book is for seminary 
students and ministers who take their 
calling very seriously. 

The first chapter, Concordances, be- 
gins with concordances of the He- 
brew of the Old Testament, continues 
with concordances of the Septuagint, 
Greek concordances, and finally dis- 
cusses concordances of the English 
versions. The second chapter instructs 
students how to use the critical ap- 
paratus of Nestle’s Greek New Testa- 
ment. The third chapter is addressed 
frankly to those who know Hebrew 
and want to use it. 

As I sat at my desk reading this 
volume, my eyes would glance away 
to my closest bookshelves where most 
of the important books he recom- 
mends are to be found. My Hatch 
and Redpath, my Kittel’s TWNT, my 
MM and so many others that he re- 
commends as tools for the expositor. 

I searched in vain for mention of 
some of my most cherished tools. 
There is no reference here to the 
Soncino Old Testament in 14 volumes 
(London, 1946—52). This magnificent 
work contains the Hebrew text in the 
upper right quarter of the page with 
the Jewish Publication Society of 
America in the upper left hand quar- 


ter. The lower half is filled with notes 
and comments which bring together 
everything of importance that Jewish 
scholarship has ever produced on the 
OI@ Testament. 

Dr. Danker’s book is very complete 
as to works in English and German. 
With his Missouri Synod background 
he tends to think in terms of English 
and German, and has overlooked vast 
works of erudition that are written 
in French. What would I do without 
my Daremberg and Saglio, Diction- 
naire des Antiquites in ten encyclo- 
pedic volumes with more than 10,000 
pages and 7,608 illustrations from vase 
paintings and sketches from architec- 
ture, archaeology and other ancient 
sources! 

There is a full discussion of Liddel 
and Scott’s Greek-English lexicon, and 
similar works in German, but no men- 
tion of Bailly in French in which 
there are approximately 60,000 ref- 
erences illustrating the use of any 
Greek word in the classics. 

I also find Danker’s list of com- 
mentaries on single books of the Bible 
strangely lopsided. Almost none of 
the great works of conservative schol- 
arship are mentioned. We do not find 
Bonar on Leviticus, or Jukes’ Law of 
the Offerings. We do not find Spurgeon 
on the Psalms or David Baron on 
Zechariah. And I could not go on 
through most of the books of the 
Bible and find the same omissions. 

In spite of these notable omissions 
Dr. Danker’s book is one which should 
be checked by every seminary student 
and by every minister who wants to 
be a serious interpreter of the Word 
of God. 
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the publisher should hardly be blamed 
for this. English readers just are not 
thle to take the strong meat of a full- 
blown German book. We have to have 
hort books. And with the price of 
pook making in America, no one 
would have bought the book, had they 
translated all Barth wrote. Anyway, 
the most important names are retained, 
to wit: Rousseau, Lessing, Kant, 
Herder, Novalis, Hegel, Schleier- 
macher, Feuerbach, Strauss, and 
Ritschl, and the last is really given a 
“good run for his money.” 


THE STORY OF THE REFORMATION. 
William Stevenson. John Knox. 206 
pp. $3.50. 

The reviewer is W. S. Reid, associate 
professor of history at McGill University, 
Montreal. 

This is a short and very readable ac- 
count of the Protestant Reformation 
of the 16th century. The author, 
William Stevenson, minister of Grange 
Parish Church, Edinburgh, knows well 
how to speak to the layman in non- 
technical language. The fact that he 
has also written a book on bowling 
would indicate this. Consequently his 
style is clear. 

The plan of the work is of the usual 
tested and tried type. Beginning with a 
chapter on the background and causes 
of the Reformation, the Anabaptist 
movement and Calvin’s work in Ge- 
neva. Thence he turns to lands where 
the Reformation had its major effects; 
France, the Netherlands, England, and 
Scotland. Little or nothing is said 
about the Reformation in Scandinavia 
or in Eastern Europe, nor is any refer- 
ence made to the effects of the Refor- 
mation in America. The final chapter 
deals with the heritage of the Refor- 
mation. 

As you read the work, you are 
carried along with the easy flowing 
style, but you also are faced fre- 
quently with the tight compression of 
the facts made necessary by the en- 
deavor to cram so much into such a 
short space. But what is even more 
disturbing is the fact that there are re- 
peated wide sweeping generalizations 
which are either partially or wholly in- 
correct. Some of the generalizations 
may be faulty owing to lack of space, 
but some of them are simply misstate- 
ments of fact. One instance of the lat- 
ter is the declaration that Calvin 
taught that “in the Christian life the 
first keynote is austerity.” The next 
page has the ex cathedra pronounce- 
ment that “even more important that 
Calvin’s theology was his work as 
a legislator.” Both these statements 
might be pardonable in the book of an 
economic determinist, but in that of a 
Presbyterian minister they are, to say 
the least, surprising. Similar examples

That there is a need for a popular 
account of the Reformation no ope 
will deny, but to produce something 
really useful in such a small volume is 
very difficult. When the author adds to 
the problem a penchant for inaccurate 
generalization, the work cannot be. less 
‘than satisfactory. Thus while the book 
is certainly entertaining, it must be 
read critically. 


LIFE AND DEATH. A. G. Reynolds, Edi- 
tor. United Church of Canada. 126 
pp. Paper, 50c; 3 for $1.

In the February issue I reviewed 
several Canadian newspaper reports 
on the subject of “Death”, based on 
this book. Now, having studied the 
book myself, I would say that every 
minister and theological student ought 
to read it. First, because it will un- 
doubtedly have far-reaching effect on 
people’s thinking. Secondly, because 
it will show the danger of failing to 
make careful distinctions in Scripture. 
And, it will illustrate the result of 
allowing the mind to formulate the- 
ological ideas based on sentiment, hu- 
man wisdom and wishful thinking in- 
stéad of taking the Word of God at 
face value. 

Admittedly, this “study of the 
Christian hope” contains much 
thought-provoking material. But it also 
departs far from the long-accepted 
evangelical beliefs about death, the 
after-life and kindred subjects. 

The Committee on Christian Faith 
of the United Church of Canada, 
producers of this eschatological laby- 
rinth, seem very intent on finding a 
universalism that will save everyone 
eventually, in spite of the plain teach- 
ing of the Bible to the contrary. The

trolled press, he wonders if the mis- 
sionary is not risking too much by 
staying.

try unusually open to the gospel. If the 
many indications of Communist infiltra- 
tion forecast a Communist puppet state, 
then all religious groups in time will be 
suppressed. If this is happening as 
claimed by many, does the missionary 
have a spiritual obligation to warn the 
church and lead them in turning against 
the state as the Catholics are doing? Or 
should he stand neutral and wait until 
the national church awakens? It may 
awaken too late—as happened in the 
land of China! 

There might be more virtue in wait- 
ing and trusting that freedom-loving 
Cubans will never permit Communism 
to dominate. This waiting game has its 
problems, too. Unfortunately Prot- 
estants have associated themselves so 
intimately with the present government 
that the future of the church hangs in a 
political turn of events. For example, 
should the revolution turn out to be 
Communist, the Christian Church will 
undoubtedly suffer suppression. Should 
the Catholic-led opposition succeed, the 
Protestant movement will be _ con- 
demned for its complicity with Castro 
and Communism and suffer significant 
set-back. 

Today Cuba labors under pain. The 
free, jubilant mood so conspicuous a 
year ago has changed into stern political 
bigotry. Concern has taken the place of 
confidence. Disagreement and discord 
are appallingly evident even in Chris- 
tian circles. The mundane has taken 
the place of the spiritual. Unhappily, 
an inexperienced church has _ been 
caught playing the intricate game of 
politics in a world of experts. With all 
the incriminating political connections 
it will hardly find a gentleman’s exit. 
Wryly Razziel Vazquez, a Methodist 
minister, summed up the entixe situation 
by exclaiming, “Only God can save 
Cuba now!”

we should not trust in ourselves but in 
God which raiseth the dead.” In these 
words we are obviously touching 
something that is very profound. And 
what else is it than this very grace— 
mourning in spirit? The Apostle is 
being subjected to pressures of the 
most extreme kind. He grieves over 
the awful dishonor done to his Lord 
on every hand. He carries the cares 
of all the churches. He suffers the 
defections of his friends. He endures 
the hostility of the world. His body is 
weak. Indeed, it was at this particular 
time that he despaired of life and 
as J.B. Phillips translates it—“This is 
the end!” 

This is the Christian warfare. No 
man will ever set himself to fight the 
devil with plainness of speech and 
with loyalty to the cross without be- 
ing subjected to unimaginable pres- 
sures. To follow the Master unto all 
pleasing of His perfect will is to be- 
come involved in suffering that at 
times will be well-nigh unbearable.

As a lens can focus all light within 
the scope of its angle, so the cross of 
Christ focuses all the light of history.

“While recognizing his place and his re- 
sponsibility in the present society of which 
he is a member, the believer in the Word of 
God sets his course according to the teach- 
ing of that Word. ‘Heaven and earth shall 
pass away’; so he may not live only for mate- 
rial things. ‘Each one of us shall give account 
of himself to God’; so he must live now with 
that accounting in view. ‘He (Christ) must 
reign’; so he, the believer, is willing to be in 
the minority, willing to bear the reproach of 
sinners, for his eye is on another day. ‘My 
reward is with me’; so he waits his revela- 
tion, his recognition and his reward.”

The Fine Art of Selfishness

SELF-HOOD is, in short, a science, and like all other skills can be developed 
to a fine art with practice. 

After considerable research based on a life-long experience (modesty 
forbids exaggerated claims to authority), the writer submits the follow- 
ing helps in perfecting the art of self-hood. 

The Christian who desires to serve God will soon discover that if he 
takes his calling seriously he will have to give up all rights to himself. 
This will, in fact, mean the death of self. To avoid coming to such a 
direful end, he may take any or all of the following steps, depending 
upon his particular situation. 

First of all, let him fool himself into thinking that “self” is already 
dead. At one time he took the crucial step of “surrender” or “conse- 
cration,” so now that great transaction is over and done with, and can 
now be forever dismissed from his mind. This makes it possible to act 
selfishly in all sincerity. For in order to develop selfishness to a fine art, 
it is indispensable that one be largely“unconscious or unaware of it. 
Therefore some means of sincere self-deceit is essential. Hence the value 
of a doctrine of once-for-all death to self. 

Secondly, let him identify his church—or better still, his own particular 
work—with God in an absolute way. This is easy to do. One need only 
to follow a familiar syllogistic process to come to an unshakeable con- 
viction on the subject: (a) I am dead to self; (b) my work is God’s 
work; the end result is the pleasant discovery that (c) whatever I want 
and like to do is the will of God. I can give myself completely then to 
what I want to do, refuse to accede to any other demands upon my time, 
energies or compassion—all in the name of God’s service. 

This paves the way for that over-load of work and apparent sacrifice 
in service which is so effective in drawing the sympathy and applause of 
others but which all the while enables you to do what you like best to do, 
and to deny your time and energies to serving others. 

Thirdly, it is well to cultivate the philosophy of physical fitness or 
self-preservation. This has all the weight and sanction of tradition and 
common sense behind it. There have been some extremists who have 
held life cheaply and have been willing to burn out for God or throw 
away their lives for Christ. One such enthusiast exclaimed in recent 
years: “He is no fool who gives what he cannot keep, to gain what he 
cannot lose.” But majority opinon today has largely discredited them 
and repudiated their point of view, and the modern doctrine of prudent 
self-preservation has become one of the best tools in the cultivation of 
the fine art of selfish living. Adequate rest, vacations, exercise, recreation, 
relaxation . . . these are noble words and sacred symbols of the highest 
and best in self-hood. 

There are many other tricks of the game that could be mentioned but 
sufficient to say, that with the rising tide of woe and distress among hu- 
manity’s exploding population, with 80 per cent of the world’s inhabit- 
ants belonging to under-privileged countries, with one’s very closest 
friends, neighbors and even family experiencing anguish and need of 
one sort or another, and with over half of the world ignorant of Jesus 
Christ and of His power to meet human need—never has the world 
situation called so urgently for enough subtle self-deceit to make pos- 
sible on the part of all Christians a sublime dedication to the supreme 
task of developing the fine art of consummate selfishness. (Reprinted by
